THE KNIFE IN POLITICS.

Over fifty Conatituencies in 
Will be Taleresting 
Election Hudget From Over the Ocean

Lonpon, July 2.—The first election un- 
der the new writs fora: member pof, Queen 
Victoria's thirteenth Parliament was held 
yesterday at South Pywddingtou. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill (Con.), the farmer jneam- 
bent of the seat, was returned without op- 
position. He was also returned unopposed 
in 1886 

There are 35 constituencies iu whigh the 
Unionist candidates will meet with no op- 
position, The Liberala will clect their can- 
didates in 22 districts without opposition- 

Britain hos nover scen a general clection 
which will be so hotly contested as the one 
now proceeding. Party spirit is no embit- 
tered that open conilicts in the streets are 
prevented only by the restraints of the 
judicious system now existing for the con- 
trol of election proceedure. Political fecling 
boils over at all the meetings, especially 
when they are held in rooma, The candi- 
dates are howled down, rowdyism is ram- 

ntund the assemblages aco broken up. 
Many of the candidates find it pecessary to 
adopt the plan of making tours of their dis. 
tricts in wagonets and speaking to their 
audiences in the open air, where they gen- 
erally get a hearing. These often im- 
promptu gathorings largely. occur ip the 
districts in London inhabited by working- 
men where organized bands of bullies are 
bribed to incite the riot. 

Enormous sunis of: monoy are being spent 
by both Conservatives and Liberals in hid- 
den ways so a8 to evade the Bribery Act. 
The Liberals charged tneConservatives with 
running paid Soci«list and Labor candidates 
to break the Liberal vote. Asa matter of 
fact the list of both Sovialist and Labor 
candidates who are standing for election 
has become thinned during-the week.

STATE OF TRADE. 


A Definite Improvement Reported Moth 
in Ontario and Quebeo 

New York, July 2.—Special telegrams 
to Bradstrect’s from more important dis 
tributing centres indicate clearly that 
midsummer dulnessis at hand. Advices 
from Toronto and Montreal indicate a 
moderate but definite improvement in 
general trade in Ontario and Quebec. In 
the former sales of hardware, groceries 
and, to some extent, drygoods have in- 
creased and crop reports are vory favorable, 
while in the latter sales of groceries, leather 
and exports of live stock all show gains. 
Prolonged rainfall has cut into the crop 
prospects some. 

Total Canadian failures have decreased 
4 1-2 per cent. within six months, contrast- 
ed with 1891, but total liabilities for this 
year are 17 per cent. smaller than in the 
first half of 1891, this improvement being 
about equally due to Quebec and Untario, 

Bank clearings this week at Halifax, 
Montreal, Toronto and Hamilton aggre- 
gate $17,601,000, or 5 per cent. less than in 
the preceding week. 

There are 38 failures reported from the 
Dominion this week, against 26 last week, 
and 42 in the fourth week of June, 1891. 


Six Month's Failures, 

New York, July 2,—The business fail- 
ures in Canada and Newfoundland for the 
firat six months of 1892 totalled 951, com- 

red with 996 the same period Jast year, 
while the total liabilities were $7,225,238, 
compared with $8,702,789 in 1891. Ontario 
had 399 failures compared with 458 last 
year and the liabilities were $800,000 less. 


NO MIRACLES YET- 


The Sacred Relic of St, Anno Exposed 
at the Basilion at Quebec, 

Quesec, July 2,—The relic of La Bonne 
Ste, Anne, which was brought recently 
from New York, was exposed yesterday in 
tho Basilica and was viewed by thousands 
of people. The great majority seemed to 
have come from the country, as they wore 
pilgrims’ medals. All day fs there was a 
constant stream of worshippers, who knelt 
at the altar rails, and from time to time 
the presiding priest walked along the line 
to give each an opportunity of kissing the 
relic, which is enclosed within a box witha 
glass front. Those who were affected with 
rheumatism or other diseases of a like 
nature had the relic laid upon the parts 
affected, but no miraculous cures are re- 
corded. 


CUT UP A MIND READER. 


The Jury in the Bishop Case Could not 
Agree on a Verdict. 

New Yorw, July 2,—Dr. John A 
Irwin, the physician on trial in General 
Sessions for performing an alleged illegal 
autopsy on the body of Washington Irving 
Bishop, the mind-reader, on May 13, 1889, 
had aclose call at the hands of the jury. 
They came in at 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon after nearly five hours deliberation, 
unable to agree. They stood uncomfort- 
ably near conviction—nine for conviction 
and three for acquittal.

THE BALLOON ASCENSION. 


Shortly after five o'clock, Prof. J. J. 
Frisble, of Oswego, made a very successful 
balloon ascension and parachute drop. The 
monster balloon was ioflated on the east 
side of the grounds and when leb loose 
bounded into the alr to the helght of about 
1,500 feet, and was driven rapidly over the 
clty by the strong west wind, The profes- 
sor cub loose hls parachute and made one 
of the finest descents ever seen In this city, 
landing on Cedar St, 

EVENING PROCESSION. 

At 8 o’olock the physlog procession start- 
ed from the market square, headed by the 
1.0.0.F. Band.

Dupuy, July 2—Archbishop Walsh 
has written a circular letter to the Catholic 
clergy stating that language directly calcu- 
lated to incite disturbance has been ad- 
dressed tothe people and declaring it is 
the plain duty of the clergy to use their 
best efforts to preserve the tranquility of 
tho country. 

Simultaneously with the appearance of 
this letter there appears a speech by Father 
Behan delivered at n mecting of anti-Par- 
nollites. Fathor Behan said Parnell was a 
curse to the country. God thrust him down 
to the grave, where his bones are now 
rotting and his flesh putrid. The Par- 
nellites did homage to lasciviousnoss, 
Every man living a loose life, every drunk- 
ard, every man who liked to beat his wifo 
was a Parnellito. Every virtuous man be- 
longed to the National Federation. 

When Father Behan was delivering this 
speech his Paruellite hearers hooted and 
jeered him. This excited the priest, who, 
in angry tones cried, ‘‘When we are your 
masters wo will orush you.” 

An indescribable uproar followed. Father 
Behan askéd the anti-Parnellites to throw 
the Parnellites out of the moecting-room. 
None of the anti-Parnellites ventured to 
carry out this request, whereupon Father 
Behan said he would call the police and 
havo the Parnellites bludgeoned. A voice 
in the crowd here exclaimed, ‘“The day for 
that is over!” This caused hearty cheering. 
When the meeting dispersed the presence 
of the police was the only thing that pre- 
vented fighting. 


Sonrlet Fever Raging in London, 


Lonpon, July 2.—Fever epidemic in 
London is growing more serious. Yester- 
day reports of fresh cases of fever were re- 
ceived from all the districts, Scarlet tever 
was the chief disease reported. There aro 
to-dayin six of the public hospitals 2430 
patients suffering with scarlet fover. Most 
of the patients are children, 


Cholera’s Ravages, 


Sr. Pererssura, July 2.—The number 
of victims in cholera-stricken Baku is 
steadily increasing. On Monday 55 fresh 
cases of the disease wore reported at that 
place, and on the same day 57 deaths oc- 
curred. A quarantine has been established 
at Ouzanada for the purpose of preventing 
contagion through the transportation of 
Asiatic merchandise, Travelers are for- 
bidden to pass betwoon the Caucasus and 
Trans-Caspian provinces. The Austrian 
Lloyds has suspended its steamship services 
betwoon Batoum and Trebizond. 


The Frenoh Cholera Scare. 


Panis, July 2.—Thenewspapers announce 
that a number of cases of chélers in the 
outskirts of this city is increasing. 

Tho director of public aid admits that 
the disease has existed in the vicinity of 
Paris for the last three months but insists 
that it has appeared in only a mild form. 
Ho says that the presence of the malady is 
due to the people drinking water taken 
from the Seine without having the liquid 
boiled before being used. 

He declares that no true case of India 
cholera has yet been reported. 


Massacre of Haxaras. : 
Sima, July 2.—Advices received here 
show that while two Afghan regiments of 
infantry and one of cavalry, with six guns, 
which had been summoned to Cabul by the 
Ameer, were enroute to Cabul they at- 
tacked the Hazara tribe. The troops de- 
stroyed the fort of the Hazaras and massa- 
cred many of them,

Miles Built and in Operation and Number 


of Accidents 

Orrawa, July 2.—The railway statistics 
for the Dominion were brought down Thurs- 
day by Hon. John Haggart These are 
from sworn reports taken from the 
different companies to the Government, 
The report shows that the miles of railway 
completed were 14,633, and the capital paid 
$816,622,758. There are 14,000 miles of 
railway-in operation. The earnings of these 
are $48,192,099, and the working 
expenses $34,960,449. The net earn- 
ings are placed at $13,231,649, The 
passengers carricd were 13,222,568, and 
the freight 21,752,290 tons, while the train 
mileage was 43,399,178. There were 13 
passengers killed. The Government and 
municipal loans promised to railways com- 
pleted and under construction is $192,470,- 
033. Of this amount $146,791,274 is from 
the Dominion, 
= ‘The table of fatal accidents shows as fol- 
lows: Passengers killed, 13; employees 
killed, 65; others killed, 118—total, 196. 
Of the passengers killed 8 were through 
collision, 4 from getting off and on trains 
while in motion, and one frow falling from 
cars.

Though the House of Commons consists

The afternoon session was mostly 
taken up by concurrence, After the re- 
mainder of the main estimates and the 
whole of the supplementary had been dis- 
posed of Hon. Mr. Patterson's bill provid- 
ing that there shall not be a revision of the 
voters’ lists this year and legalizing some 
lists received after Dec. 31 passed through 
committee and stands for third reading to- 
morrow. 

Hon. Mr. Haggart then got his bill 
amending the Railway Act through com- 
mittee, and the third reading was set for 
Tuesday, when there will bea discussion on 
Mr. Maclean’s two-cent-a-mile amendment, 

When the House was in committee on 
the general inspection act, Hon. Mr. 
Costigan moved an amendment that 
cheeso be added to the list of 
articles to be inspected. He explained that 
the amendment was made at the unani- 
mous request of the cheese makers. It 
was proposed to fix standards for cheese 
and draw up regulations for its inspection. 
Ho had ,been desirous of meeting the 
views of those who asked that barrels in 
which apples were packed should be in- 
spected, but as that would involve an 
amendment to another act it could not be 
carried out this session. 

The Government, he said, 
upon one important change in the regula- 
tions fixing the wheat standards. There 
had been much complaint about the stand- 
ards fixed last year and it had been devided 
that the samples upon which standards 
had been based be collected by tho Gov- 
ernment, to whom then the responsibility 
would attach. The bill passed committee 
and was reported. 

At the evening session Hon Mr, Foster 
moved the House into committee on a reso- 
lution to raise by the issue of debentures 
the sum of $250,000 to be advanced to the 
Harbor Commissioners of St. John, N.B., 
for the purpose of improving the harbor 
He spoke of the importance of St. John as 
a shipping port and intimated that the im- 
provements would cost about one million 
dollars, but the trade of tho port was sufli- 
cient to guarantee the payment of the in- 
terest. 

The resolution was adopted, 

When Mr, Foster was making his an- 
nouncement yesterday morning about the 
Spanish treaty Mr. Forbes wanted to know 
whether imports into the Spanish West 
Indies from Canada would be received on 
equally favorable terms with similar im- 
yorte from the United States and was in- 
ited that Canadian products would be 
admitted under the minimum Spanish 
tariff. 

Dr. Landerkin will enquire of the Gov- 
ernment to-day whether the attention 
of the minlsters has been called to a letter 
from the Hon. Mr. Dewdney to aman 
named Green which appeared in The Ke- 
gina Leader on Jan. 12 last with editorial 
comments thereon. The comments refer 
to the Regina town site scandal.

For Beer And Whiskey Drinkers, 

Virchow, in describing the result of his 
experimeate in the blood of beer drinkers, 
says : 1b shows a decrease of water,an in- 
crease of febrive and of colored clot, which 
reddened much less rapidly on exposure to 
the alr than normal blood, and contains 
more of the pale blood discs than are usual in 
perfect health, which may be regarded as 
defunct bodies, no longer capable of tholr 
original duty, that of ebsorblog oxygen” 
Bocker agrees with Virchow that the large 
quantity of pale discs In'the blood of ‘beer 
drinkers {s evidence of partially effete mat- 
ter belog retained inthe blood, His ex- 
periments with Rhenish wine, showed a 
large lessening of the quantity of carbonic 
acid exhaled from the lungs, and stopplog 
the excretion of earthy phosphates, thereby 
retaloing the ashes of combustion In the 
system, and rotarding ventilation. All al- 
cohclic liquors are proven by the most un- 
doubted evidence of hundreds of the moat 
skilfal analysts and medical men (many of 
whom I have already named)to be rulnous to 
the system, in exact proportion to the quant- 
ity of alcohol they coataln. Dr. Aitkin 
says ‘‘that from excesslve drinking the 
blood becomes surcharged with unchanged 
and unused material, and contains at 
least thirty per cent. more carbon than in 
the normal state.” 

The order of events by which this comes 
to pass fs somawhat as fellowa: Alcohol is 
directly absorbed by the blood veasela with- 
out undergoing any change, Part of {t is 
eliminated vory slowly by the lungs, skin, 
liver and kidneys, bub appears to tarry in 
the brain.”” Schalinus has recently analys- 
ed the blood of drinkers, snd asserts that 
ib contained a large percentage of alcohol. 
Profeesor Sa)lomand also states that **alco- 
holized blood contalns before and after 
deatb, a great number of free fatty globules 
visible even by the nakedeye.”’ The path- 
ological alterations in the dr’nker's system 
as stated by Dr. F. R, Leos are ‘very 
vivid inflammation of the mucousmembrane 
of the stomach, accumolation of the blood 
in the right chamber of the heart, and the 
large veins ; congestion of the membranes 
covering the brain ; and especially of lungs, 
Lecanu fooud in a drunkard’s blood 117: 
parts of fat In 1000 parts; the highest 
healthy proportion belng 8} parts, and the 
usual quantity only three parts,” Dr. 
King Champors remarks, ‘*Alcohol {s really 
the most ungenerous diet there is, It im- 
poverishes the blood, aud there is no surer 
road to that degeneration of muscwar fibre 
so mude to be feared, Three quarters of the 
chronic disoases which the medical men 
have to treat are occasioned by this disease. 
In heart disease it 1s especially hurtfal, by 
quickening the beat, causing cablilary con- 
gestion, and irregular circulation, and thus 
mechanically inducing dilation of the 
cavities.

A FAMOUS CL:DWN 


Doo Thayer, a Companion of Dan Rico, ts 
Dead. 

Cureaao, July 5.—Doc Thayer, an old- 
time cireus clown under Dau Rice, and who 
drove stage coaches in Indiana when the 
weat wasan unexplored country, is dead. 
He had not been well for two years and 
Jast Saturday he had hemorrhage, after 
which he rapidly failed. 

James Thayer had an adventurous lifo— 
such a life as the heroes of lurid novels are 
supposed to have. He waa born in Wad- 
dington, N.Y., May 20, 1830, Ih 1836 his 
father, with his family, moved to Mil- 
waukeo, and ten eo later he decided to 
run away. Canada was the country to 
whioh he had directed his attention, and so 
one day whon the lumberman called Jim to 
get up for breakfast Jim wasn't there to got 
up. 
Thayer reached Belleville, Canada, where 

he had relatives living, At Belleville he 

apprenticed himeclf to a tinsmith and 
atayed with him until he learned the trade. 

When he was 15 years old he returned 

west and settled in Indiana. For one year 

he drove a stage-coach along the rough 
roads of that period and then adopted the 
life under the white tents by joining Jerry 

Maybie’s circus, which was exhibiting at 

Bargetown, Ill. He stayed with Maybie’s 

show one season, and then drove for vari- 

ous other combinations until 1856 he joined 

Dan Rice’s show at Girard, Pa, All the 
horses and wagons used in transportation 
were under his charge. 

Thayer's first appearance on the sawdust 
was in Canada, where, in 1858, he imper- 
sonated Dan Rice, Asaclown he was 
kreat success, and from that time on he 
was a circus actor instead of a horseman. 
He traveled with the Van Amberg show 
through the season of 1859 as head clown, 
and in 1863 he went to Girard, Pa., and 
started a circus on his own account, Ho 
hada partner named Noyes, and the firm 
name was Thayer & Noyes. In its begin- 
ning the show wasasmall one, but it in- 
creased until it was the largest circus of 
that day. In 1869 the firm failed in Cin- 
cinnati, and since that time Thayer had 
been connected at intervals with Barnum & 
Bailey, Forepaugh, Van Amberg and other 
shows. His home for eight years was in 
Chicago. Two years “go he was compelled 
to retire from active life.

The purchasers are Henry J. Davison, the 
lawyer and capitalist, of this city; William 
Barnes, jr., of The Albany Wxpress and 
The Albany Journal, and P. M. Richards, 
well known in newspaper circles, Tho 
publication office has been moved to this 
city, and the new magazine will hereafter 
be called Godey’s.

Heavy Shipment of Cheese. 

The shipments of cheese last week were 
were exceptionally heavy, the total belog 
101,088 boxes, which 1s 52,423 more than 
corresponding week last year, the largest 
in one week, we believe, ever senb from 
this port. The total shipments to that 
date have been 244.408 boxes, which Is 
78,295 in excess of those to same date In 
1891, and 9,438 over the figures for 1890, 
How far these heavy shipments will affect 
prices is being speculated on, but it mus 
be remembered that what looks like over- 
stook.ng the market from our Osnadian 
standpoint has no such bearing on the 
English situation, where a few thousand 
boxes more or less have no appreciable 
effect on the total supply. Deficlens pas- 
tarage In the cheese making district in 
England would soon reduce the output be- 
low the capacity of Oanada to make the 
supply equal toaverage demand. We havo 
evidently got a firm footing in the British 
market, and our pollcy now is to keep on 
improving the quallty ; shipping to sult the 
needs of the old country importers; and 
we need have no fears as to finding a sale 
for all the cheese Canada can produce,— 
Montreal Journal of Commerce,

The total Liberal gains are 29 and Con 
yervatives 14. 

The Liberala made seven net gains to 
day, or atotalof 15 to date, leaving the 
Conservative majority .still 45, giving the 
anti-Parnellites to the Liborals. 

The total membership of the House of 
Commons is 670, of which Ireland has 103. 

When Parliament was prorogued the House 
was divided as follows:

To overcome the Unionist coalition, thore- 
fore, it will be necessary for the Gladston: 
ians to win 35 seats, 

If the same proportion is koptup through- 
out tho canvass the Liberals will gain less 
than enough to give Mr, 
majority. 

If his majority is not exclusive of the 
Nationalist members he will be handi- 
capped, 

The united Nationalists in the last House 
numbered 86. They are likely to be less in 
the next. 

In the face of the three days’ polliug, a ma-

A Typowritor for thé issu. 

Prof. Hall, of the Illinois Institution for 
the Blind, haa devised a typewriter for the 
blind ‘ 

The size of the machine is 9 by 10 inche 
aud S inches high and Weighs 9) pounds 
It is nimple and very strong and durable, 
Phere are but six keys to manipulate. Dots 
are made in the paper as in the Braille 
bat with the machine the let 
ters can bo made very rapidly. To one 
not accustomed to teaching the bind or un- 
acquainted with their efforts at Ketting an 
education it is impossible to realize the 
great advantage this invention will be to 
that unfortiinate class. 

Heretofore they have been able to carry 
mathematical calculations ofly os far as 
was possible by a mental process or by the 
use of the “octagon slate,” which haa not 
been fonnd practicable in this country. 
Now they can solve all problems as other 
pupils do, and even music is within their 
reach. 

The rapidity with which it can be mani- 
pulated is surprising. A pupil who is a 
pianist, after a few jours practice, wrote a 
sentence of sixteen words in séventeen 
seconds, and a sentence written at random 
at the rate of thirty words a minate. It 
would be safe to assume that with a reason- 
able amount of practice a blind person 
would readily acquire « speed of 100 words 
a minute ot memorized matter, or forty to 
fifty trom dictation.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Strikers Offered to Protect the Works 


Yesterday the Carnogie Company an- 
nounced their intention to proceed to get 
ready to make repairs and the officials 
asked tho sheriff to appoint deputies to 
protect their property. The sheriff sent a 
small squad of men up to the works, but 
the atrikors assembled in force and notified 
them to got out of town, as no disorder was 
intended and no damage would be done to 
any property. They even offered to 
sworn in as deputies and to give bonds for 
the faithful performance of their duties as 
conservators of the peace, When this offer 
was declined the Advisory Committee, 
which had been directing the action of the 
workmen and which had held the turbulent 
spirits among the workmen in check, was 
immediately dissolved and all the records 
of the committee were promptly destroyed. 

The developments wouter showed that 
the Sphiice*ions made for assistance of the 
sheriff was merely for the purpose of cover- 
ing what was intended to be a coup de 
main on the part of the Carneigie Co. in 
clandestinely introducing a body of Pinker- 
ton detectives into the millenclosure. The 
detectives had been rendezvoused some five 
or six miles below the city on the Ohio 
River, at which point two model barges 
had been prepared for them. The barges 
were of the best build and were used in 
shipping iron rails down the river from the 
Carneigie mills at Braddock. The holds 
were filled up with bunks, cooking 
arrangements and othor acoummodations, 
and as an extra precaution as if in prepara- 
tion for the siege to which they were sub- 
jected to-day wero linod with heavy steel 
plates on the inside, while the whole back 
deck was protected in a similar manner. 


Theo Strikers Well Prepared, 


It was the intention that the meno should 
reach the works about 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, but the guards who were on duty 
along the river got word of the threatened 
invasion of the Pinkerton men and prepared 
to receive them. The barges were towed 
up the river by a tow boat, but long before 
the Pinkerton men reached Homestead 
thousands of strikers had gathered on the 
banks of the riverready to give them a warm 
welcome. When the boats attempted to 
land the workmen broke through the fence 
surrounding the mill and entrenching them- 
selves behind piles of steel billets prepared 
to resist the landing of the detectives. By 
4 o'clock in the morning an effort was made 
to land the detectives, Bat the strikers met 
them and a fierce battle was precipitated, 
both sides exchanging a heavy volley of 
shots. x 

The detectives were all armed with Win 
chester rifles, but at the point where thie at- 
tempt to land was made there was a steep 
embankinent and they were compelled to go 
in single file, and were soon driven back to 
the boats by the steady fire from the shore. 

The noise of the battle spread about the 
borough like wildfire, and thousands of men, 
women and children thronged the river 
bank to witness the fight in progress. 

A Fight to the Death. 

The Pinkerton men were determined to 
land, and they poured volley after volley 
into the ranks of the strikers, many of 
whom were stricken down by bullets, some 
of them being fatally injured and others 
killed outright, 

As the battle progressed tho strikers 
took up a position behind breastworks 
hastily constructed of steel rails and billets, 
and from this pluce of safe refuge were 
able to pick off the detectives as soon as 
they appeared on the deck of the boats.

One of the Bloo dies Battles on Record, 


Homesteap, Pa, July 7.—At an early 
hour yesterday morning 300 Pinkerton detec- 
tives arrived in Pittsburg from the east. 
They were rapidly marched to the Monon- 
gahela River where they were londed on 
barges and shipped to Homestead at 2.15 
a.m. Tho news of their arrival spread 
rapidly, and when the steam tug Tide, tow-

After the prisonera had been removed 
from the barges the rioters had their re- 
venge. They carried oil into the holds, 
poured ft over the bedding and furniture 
and then set on fire, first securing tho 
barges So that they could not float down 
tho river and cause damage at points below. 
More Than Twonty Dead and Two Score 

Wounded, 

Pirrsnura, July 7.—A complete list of 
the killed and wounded was not obtainable 
at midnight.

McCurry confirmed the story 
that the strikers poured burning oil in the 
water with the object of burning the barge, 


Pitrspunc, Pa., July 7.—Captain F, HL 
Heine, who had charge of the Pinkerton 
men at Homestead, was brought to tho 
hommopathic hospital in the city at noon, 
with fiye companions, who were wounded, 
Among tho fatally injured is J, W. Kline. 
Capt. Heine will recover. Capt. Heine has 
been in the employ of Pinkertons for many 
yoarsand has had charge of the men in 
several large strikes. He was always con- 
sidered a very conservative man, When 
seen this afternoon, he said; ‘I had charge 
of these men and they were picked up in 
Chicago and New York. ‘They were a very 
fair lot of men. They number 300 all told, 
and I gave them strict orders not to shoot 
until they were fired upon. When we pro- 
ceeded to land the whistle blew and imme- 
diately the strikers commenced to shoot. 
To protect ourselves we had to return the 
fire. Seven or cight of our men are hurt.” 

Capt. Heine stated that he did not know 
much about the strike, but had been 
ordered to take charge of the men and pro- 
tect the property and he did the best he 
knew how.

Testing the Hose.

Two lots of hose were tested, but nelther 
was satisfactory, so Mr. Warren, President 
of the Gutta Percha and Rabber Manufac- 
Aurins Oo., of Toronto, the mancfacturers, 
arrived yesterday, brirging with him 500 
ft. of new hose anda gauze, which proved, 
on the trial, to register 10 lbs. leas than 
the olty’s gauge. The test was made ab 
No. 2 fire atution in the afternoon in the 
the presence of the Mayor, several «f the 
Aldermen, the Ohlef of the Fire Brigade, 
the Manager of the Water Works and 
others. 

First were tested two lengths of the hose 
previously sent, which bors’ at 390 and 360 
pounds respectively. Then two lengths of 
the new lot were “‘pub through the mill’’ 
and stood a test considerably above the 
guarantee cf 400 lbe. It was thereupon 
agreed, this test belng entirely satisfactory, 
to scoept the 500 ft. in the new lot and 
return that before received. The conduct 
of the Company has been honorable and 
business like, and {s highly spoken of by 
the Aldermen and Mayor.

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Lonpon, July 8.—The total number 
Mombers of Parliament so” far 
cluding yesterday's pollings, is 288, of whom 
there are 141 Conservatives and 19 Union 
iste, making a total of 160 Tory-Unioniste 

The Liberals have 116 membora and the 
Irish Nationalists have 12, of whom 10 are 
anti-Parnellites Paruellites. In to 
day's elections the Liberals captured 9 seats 
heretofore held by Conservatives or Liberal 
Unionists and the Tories and  Liberal- 
Unionists captured 4 soats froin the Liber- 
als 

The total Liberal gains are 35, Conserva- 
tive 11 and Liberal. Unionists 4 

Thie leaves the Liberals with a gain of 20 
seats. Tho pollings to-day showed that the 
Liberals camo very near capturing a num 
ber of other seats, but, the result is tho 
same however narrow the majority and 
the fact remains that the Tories and the 
Liberal-Unionists have managed to remain 
in possession of doubtful constituencies in 
which the Liberals were supposed to have 
excellent prospects of success. — Tho indica- 
tioris last night are that the Liberals will fail 
to overcome the lead of the Tories and their 
allies. : 

Seats which were considered safe on cach 
side have been lost, and contests which 
were regarded as hopeless have resulted 
favorably, On the nggregate vote, so far 
as it has been cast, the Liberals have mado 
a great gain over the elections of 1886, but 
the number of seats actually won has not 
corresponded to this increase of political 
strength. The results of notablo victories 
in closely-contested districts have been off- 
set by defeats in strong Radical boroughs. 

The sweeping victories antisipated so 
confidently on Sunday, that caine so trip- 
ping on Monday, that halted entirely 

uesday, that slowly begun to manifest 
themselves again Wednesday, did not make 
their appearance yesterday. 

There is to be no Liberal tidal wave; that 
is sure. 

Maintained at its present rate until the 
last of the 670 members is returned, the 
total Gladstonian gain would be too small 
to be effective. 

What the Liberals Require. 

The total majority of the Unionists in 
the Parliament elected in 1886 was 118. 
The result of the bye-elections of six yeara 
was a net loss of 25 seats, counting for 50 
ona division. When Parliament was dis- 
solved the Unionist majority was 68. At 
the close of yesterday’s polling it was 32, It 
will be necessary for the Home Rule allies 
to gain 17 additional seats, or as many 
more as they now have gained in: order to 
have a bare majority. A working majority 
will require still greater gains; and if the 
Liberals are to be independent of Irish sup- 
eh the counties will have to do much 

tter than the boroughs have yet done. 

Very much, however, Aenea upon the 
humor of Hodge, who is the most uncertain 
factor in English elections. As the boroughs 
invariably have the opening contests, their 
influence in determining the general result 
is very great, It is seldom practicable for 
the county voters to reverse the verdict of 
the boroughs. In the elections of 1880 this 
was done to a certain extent, but ordinarily 
the boroughs carry the counties with them. 
Indeed, whenever the results of the first 
few days’ polling “clearly indicate a victory 
for one sideorthe other, the efféct is to 
carry over doubtful voters in the counties 
to the winning side with a rush. 

If the first signs of the genoral result are 
not miskading Salisbury will return to 
power before the end of a fortnight. 

The Liberal executive still anticipate a 
Gladstonian majority, but modify their 
forecasts, which vary from 50 Sto 100. No 
Liberal now predicts sweeping the country 
with a resultant majority of 150. 

It is generally admitted that Mr. Glad- 
stone will only be returned to power and 
be sustained in his place by the Irish vota.

crowded to excess and could have been fill- 
ed many times over, Among the sermons 
he has preached, the one selected for pub- 
lication this week is from the text, Mat- 
thew 27,22, ‘What shall I do with Jesus?” 

Pilate was an unprincipled politician, 
He had sympathies, convictions of right, 
and desires to be honest; but all these were 
submerged by a wish to be popular, and to 
please the people. Two distinguished pris- 
oners were in the grasp of government, and 
the proposition was made to free one of 
them. There stands Barabbas, the mur- 
derer ; there stands Christ, the Saviour of 
the world. At the demand of the people 
the renegado is set free, but Jesus is held. 
As the hard-visaged and cruel-eyed Barab- 
bas goes among his sympathizers, receiving 
their coarse congratulations, Pilate turns 
to his other distinguished prisoner—mild, 
meek, inoffensive, loving, self-sacrificing— 
and he is confounded as to what course he 
had better take, so he impanels the mob as 
a jury to decide, saying to them: ‘What 
shall I do then with Jesus ?” 

Oh, it isno dried or whithered question, 
but one that throbs with warm and quick 
pulse in the heart of every man and woman 
We must do something with Jesus, 
He is here. You and Iare not so certainly 
here as he is, for he fills all this place—the 
loving, living, dying Christ—and each one 
of us will have to ask and answer for 
himself the question, ‘What shall I do 
then with Josus?” Well, my friends, there 
aro three or four things you can do with 
Him, 

You can, in the first place, let Him stand 
without a word of recognition ; but I do 
not think your sense Of common courtesy 
will allow that. He comes walking on such 
ao long journey, you will certainly give Him 
a chair on which He may sit. He is so 
weary, you would not let him stand with- 
out sone recognition, If a beggar comes 
to your door, you recognize him and say, 
“What do you want?” If you meet a 
stranger faint in the street, you say, “What 
is the matter with you?” and your common 
humanity, and your common sympathy, 
and your common sense of propriety will 
not allow you to let Him stand without re- 
cognition—the wounded One of the hills, 
You will ask, What makes Him weep ? 
where was He hurt ? who wounded Him? 
He came * whither He goes? Iknow 
there have been men who have with out 
rageous indifference hated Christ, but I 
know very well that that isnot what you 
will do with Jesus. 

Another thing that you can do with Him 
you can thrust Him back from your heart, 
aud tell Him to stand aside. If an offen- 
sive person comes and persists in standing 
close up to you, and you have in various 
ways given him to understand that you’ do 
not want his presence or his society, then 
you ask the reason of his impertinence and 
bid him away. Well, that is what we can 
do with Jesus, He has stood close by us a 
great while—ton, twenty, thirty, forty 
years. He has stood close by you three 
times a day, breaking bread for your 
household, all night watching by your pil- 
low. He has been in the nursery among 
your childreti, He bas in the store 
among your goods, He has been in the fac- 
the flying wheels, and now if 
like His society you can bid Him 
aye, it He will not go you can take 
him by the throat and tell Him you do not 
want His interference, that you do not 
want his breath on you check, that you do 
not want is eye on your beh Avior, You can 
bid Him away, or if He will not go in that 
way, then you can stamp your foot, as 
you would a dog, and cry, ‘'Begone!" 
Youl know. you will not treat Jesus that 
way. When Pilate could not do’ that, 
you could not. Desperadoes and ontlawg 
might do so, but I know that-that is nat 
the way you will treat Him, that that is 
not what you willdo with Jesus. There 
is Another thing you can da with Him; you 
can look on Him merely a8 af Optician to 
cure blind eyes, or an aurist to tune deaf 
ears, a friend, a good friend, a helpful com- 
panion, a cheerful passenger on shivboard ;

Cocking was not disreputable early in 
the present century, low as it liad fallen 
from the high estate ic held when kings 
and queens were its patrons, and its chro 
niclers philosophers like Roger Ascham, ‘I 
never bad more than eighty cocks at walk 
myself,” suid an old gentleman to the Be 
sent writer somewhere about 1860; anil at 
Newecastlo—a place he knew, a place which 
has always been a centre of the wilder 
sports af wu imain (he may well have seen 
it) fought after the races of 1814, or there 
abouts, over a thousand cocks were killed. 

Again to look up the lineage of 
the strains is to note that about 
this time the famous breeds were 
held not by loafers and wastrels, but by 
clergymen avd men of high degree. And 
the sport was much more interesting than 
might be inferred from the fact of its dis 
missal by mim-mouthed historians as low 
and barburous, The owner who coveted 
renown on the sod had a long and difficult 
task in developing a family of distinction. 
He began by choosing a fancy of his own 
from the breeds in vogue. He was an ama 
teur of black reds, silver, black-breasted 
ducks, birchen ducks, dark grays, mealy 
grays, blucks, spangles, furnices, polecats 
cuckoos; gingers, red. duns, duns, or smoky 
duns. 

Sir Charles Sedley’s famous breed was a 
clear mealy gray; and one who describes an 
excellent fekt when the century was in ite 
teens denotes the combatants as a dark 
black-breasted ‘berry birchen and a silver 
black-breasted duckwing gray. They must 
have been vastly less particular in earlier 
times, or a well-known anecdote told of Sir 
Thomas Jermin would be incredible. For, 
asthe story goes, he, ‘‘meaning to make 
himself merry and gull all the cockers, sent 
his man to the pit in Shoe lane with a hun: 
dred pounds ara a dunghill cock neatly cut 
and trimmed for the battle; the plot being 
well laid, the fellow got another to throw 
the cock in and fight him in Sir Thomas’ 
name, while he betted his hundred pounds 
against him. 

“The cock was matched, and, bearing Sir 
Thomas's name, had many bets laid on his 
head, but after three or four good brushes 
he showed a payre of heels Every one 
wondered to see a cock belonging to Sir 
Thomas ery craven, and away came the man 
with his money doubled.”’ Later the black 
reds came to. be the universal favorite, and 
to this day this is the color affected by 
those wicked persons (colliers and others) 
who illicitly and surreptitionsly do cock a 
little still.

In one instance there was no 
deviation for fifteen years; every cockerel 
was a replica of his father and grandfather; 
then, without rhyme or reason, a clutch 
of eggs would give chicks with pile or 
spangle whore no pile or spangle should be, 
proclaiming the existence of some distant 
strain of alien blood. 

Often, too, it would happen that a brood 
would whelm its owner in dinates. Without 
losing anything inappearance or courage the 
warriors would go down like ninepins in the 
pit; the stags would rot and die on their 
walks, the pullets failin their nursing; all 
which a lataat were due to no lack of 
skill and care ou the part of the feeder but 
to excessive in-and-in breeding. Again, it 
required the nicest discrimination and the 
soundest judgment so to match cock and 
hen that their issue had «4 reasonable chance 
of adding to the glory of his hotise. 

The pairing was done from qbservation 
and inference. As it was found “that such 
hurts as greatly deteyjorated the breeding 
powers were occasionally inflicted in battle, 
the best breeders chose the maiden or un- 
fought cocks as sires; the procreative ca- 
pacity of a fine blood cock being strongest 
at some two years old. And the feeding of 
the birds was an art in itself. 

There were fights all the spring round, 
but the connoisseur knew that fhe best 
mains were always fought after the firat of 
June, when muscle feather at 
their'very best. There were many trials 
beforehand, but the wary cocker was care 
ful not to fight his bird till the match day 
(lest by chance he should be hurt, howbeit 
victorious), but judged him on the perform- 
ance of his brother. Bo far as cruelty is

Sad Drowning Acéident, 


With Humano Treatment Life Might Have 
Been Saved. 


Yesterday, shortly after noon, the few 
loiterers In front of the big hotel ab the 
1000 Island Park, and the few who remain- 
ed upon excurslon boats in the_viclnity, 
noticed ata distance a number of row boats 
co ngregating, together with a steam launch, 
and as the wind drifted them along Jb was 
evident that those la the boats were engag- 
ed with something In the water. Son 
they star! ed for the wharf, the steam Jaunoh 
towing the row boats. and as they neared 
the shore It was evident thab those in the 
row boats were towlng something, which, 
shocking to find, was the bodies of two 
men, under whose arms ropes were passed, 

They were soon drawn up on the wharf, 
when a docter present declared that In one 
of the bodies the pulse still beat. They 
were taken to a storeroom, and for hours 
everything possible was done to restore the 
filckerlog torch of lifo, but without avail, 

Upon enquiry, 1t was found that the two 
young men stopped over at the Park In the 
morning on their way to Montreal,and had, 
shortly before the acoldent happened, hired 
a boat for a row, and whilst still within 
alght of the hotel their boat was upset ; the 
accldent was seen by another person In a 
boat, who Instead of -golog to thelr asalat- 
ance, rowed to land for assistance. When 
it arrived, the two bodies were seen In about 
8 feeb of water. They were ralsed, bub In- 
stead of bringing them Into the boats and 
endeavoring to restore life, they were thus 
inhumanly dragged like logs to the shore. 

Both had gold watches, and {n the pooket 
of one was found $100. Qn the person cf 
one of the drowned men was a memorandum 

{vlog bls name, age,and weight,and stating 
that should any accident happen him, to 
telegraph to a friend In Tennessee. On the 
same body was found an insurance polloy. 

Those who witnessed the manner In which 
the bodies wore dragged to the shore, were 
lodignant at thelr treatment, 

The victims were Thomas McOalloch and 
G. W. Alwell, both of Olarkeaville, Tenn.

The Export Cheese Trade. 

Up to the close of Inst week the exports 
of cheess from this port, from the opening 
of navigation, were 313,000 boxes against 
267,000 boxes for the corresponding perlod 
last yoar, showing an Increase of 46, 
boxes. The oblef feature in the trade this 
season has beentheremarkably gooddemand 
for Canadian cheese, owing to the eplendid 
reputation it has made for Itself in England, 
the great consumptive centre of the world, 
After the heavy shipments of the past two 
weeks, amounting tu 170,000 boxes, it was 
thought thas prices on the other side would 
receive a severe shaking down, by the know- 
ledge that such heavy supplies were on the 
way; but the very alight decline that has 
taken place in the Liverpool public cable 
at the tlme of writing, demonstrates that 
the consumptive demand is about equal 
to the supply, especially as orders for 
this week's shipments same to hand more 
promeay than was expected, at close upon 
last week's prices, although some were ex- 
pecting a material decline. The make of 
cheess is sa'd to bo very large, although 
reports from some districts report a de- 
crease In the flow of milk. Up to the 
present, however, there hss been no cause 
for complaint, farmers having received re- 
munerative prices, and the factorles being 
pretty closely sold up. 1b is stated that 
mostly all the June make has been disposed 
of, and that there is less cheese In the 
country than at this time last year. This 
may be true; bub itfs a pretty difficult 
matter to determine with any degree of 
certainty. On the whole, the present sea- 
son has proved a very successful one #0 far, 
and at the moment there appears to be no 
reason why it should nob continue so, even 
{f the predloted deoline in values should 
materlalize.—Trade Bulletin.

To-day is the heaviest aud the deciding 
day of the Seventy-two 
contests are to be settled, Mr, 
Gladstone comes up for election to-day. 

The voting of to-day brings the agyregate 
of the Conservatives’ and Unionists’ poll up 
to 1,344,453, and the aggregate of the Lib- 
eral poll, including the labor vote, up to 
1,418,712 

A soberer judgment on both sides pre- 
yails. Tho Giadetonians realize how far 
short their majority will be of their expec- 
tations, even should they not fail to 
secure it, 

The men best qualified to judge on both 
sides are now anticipating a final majority 
for Mr. Gladstone of from 10 to 15. 

The leaders of parties now recognize that 
the life is gone out of the struggle. The 
elections have been o series of surprises, 
sometimes Home Rule getting the lead of 
everything, sometimes labor questions or 
religious considerations being paramount, 
and coustituencies here and there dropping 
over to one side or the other in the most 
unexpected fashion. The dotails of these 
things have ceased to have any interest for 
anybody, and they have had no effect on 
the ultimate results, except to completely 
knock the wind out of the Gladatone boom 
and the Home Rulers, a result perfectly 
woll known some days ago. 

Nothing is likely to happen now to give 
the Liberals a working majority in Parlia- 
ment, The experience of 1885-6 is likely 
to be repeated, aud the Conservatives, who 
are taking a much calmer and more reliable 
view of the situation than the Liberals or 
the various factions, look upon it as a fore- 
gone conclusion that another general clec- 
tion will occur next year, By that time 
the country will be thoroughly tired of the 
stoppage of the legislative machinery by 
the Home Rule fad, and will again give 
Lord Salisbury an adequate majority to 
carry on a Conservative program. 

The Nationalists (for the Parnellites do 
not seem to bein the way of any power) 
are counting on a return to their former 
position of holding the fate of the two 
English parties in their hands’ They are 
looking forward to advances from the Con- 
servatives siinilar to the Carnarvon negotia- 
tions in view of the probability that the 
country will second time refuse to give 
Gladstone a Home Rule mandate, as it did 
in 1886, The Couservatives prefer to 
await events, and are not wasting any time 
in vain talk and prognostication. It is 
more than likely that, finding himaolf ut- 
terly helpless in the face of a nation's re’ 
jection of his extreme Irish proposals, Mr. 
Gladstone will suggest co-operation with 
Lord Salisbury in the advancement of a 
large measure of local Government for Ire- 
land—a course which he might just as well 
have adopted in the last Parliament, with 
every prospect of success and benefit to Ire- 
land. It is doubtful now whether the 
Conservatives will feel that they can trust 
the Grand Old Man at all, or leave any 
legislation in his hands with safety to the 
ompire,

An Act Respecting The Use of e 
bacco by Minors, me 

Hor Majesty by and with the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Assembly of the 
Province of Ontario, enacts ‘as followa :— 

1. Any one who either directly or {n- 
directly sells or glyes, or furnishes to a 
minor under elghteen years of age, clgar- 
ettes, olgars, or tobacco in apy form, shall 
on summary conviction thereof before a 
jastice of the peace te subject to a penalty 
of not less than $10, or more than $50, 
with or without costs of prosecution, or 
to impelsonment, with or without hard 
labor, for any term nob exceeding thirty 
days, or to both fine with or without coals 
and imprisonment to the sald: amount and 
for the said term, In the discretion of the 
convicting magistrate. Andin case of a 
fine, ora fine and costs belng awarded, 
and of the same not being upon conviction 
forthwith pald, the justice may commit the 
offender to the common gaol there to be {m- 
prisuned for any term nob exceeding thirty 
cs uvless the fine and costs are sooner 
pald, 

2. This Actshall not apply toa sale to 
the minor for his parent or guardian under 
8 written request or order of the parent or 
gaurdirno, 

3. A person who shall appear to the 
magistrate to be under 18 years of age, 
shall be presumed to be under that age 
unless it is shewa by evidence that he Is in 
fact over that age. 

4. This Act shall go into effect on the lat 
day of Jaly, 1892,

Direetly infrontofthe 
mill an explosion occurred, shattering the 
mill to splinters, making it a complete 
wreck ‘he non-union men then showed 
the white flag and surrendered, They 
were marched down to the inivera’ union 
ball and guarded. 

After the mill was blown up the non- 
union men in the Frisco mine hung out a 
flag of truce. Hostilitics ceased and about 
60 men surrendered. The men are now 
under guard at the miners’ union head- 
quarters at the town of Gein, 

Pittspurc, Pa., July 12.—The l4th 
Regiment, numbering 450 men, and the 
18th Regiment, numbering 414 men, of the 
National Guards from the cities of Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny, left last evening on 
the Pennsylvanian Railroad east bound. 
It is thought their destination is Brinton 
station, but this is— not~ positively 
known, and no information on the subject 
could be obtained from the officers-in coin- 
mand. Battery B, with 60 men, loft soon 
after the infantry. ‘he battery took to 
Hemestead four field pieces, three inch 
rifle guns and two patling guns.

Mount Ulane’s Vietims 

Bernt, July 12.—No American, it has 
Been ascertained, was on the steamer Mont 
Blane when her boiler burst yosterday at 
Ouchy, on Lake Geneva, 

The number killed is now stated at 26 
and about 30 were injured. Tho cries of 
the wounded could be heard across the 
lake, 

A horrifying sight was witnessed in the 
saloon of the Mont Blanc when the rescuers 
were able to get in. The steam had poured 
through the saloon door, blocking the only 
means of escape. Most of the port holes 
were closed, and as there was no way of 
dissipating the dense volumes of steam the 
unfortunate passengers were roasted alive, 

The victims had been hurled pell mell 
oto, to 
the end of the saloon, where they lay in a 
heap. The bodies of eight dead persons 
of 24 
others yetalive, who were writhing on the 
floor and shrieking in agony 

Some were literally scalped, the hair and 
flesh being boiled from their heads, and 
their faces were scorched and swollen be- 
yond recognition. The hands of some 
looked like gloves turned inside out, Sev- 
eral who were alive when carried out of the 
cabin soon died, some before they could be 
removed from the vessel and others on the 
way to tho hospital. 

ne passenger became raving mad from 
agony and tried to commit suicide by throw- 
ing himself into the lake. It took the com- 
bined strength of anumber of men to re- 
strain him.

The 
main body is under control, but one or two 
offshots have necessitated extra care. The 
new Catholic bishop, Howly, and clergy 
are working hard at the acene and greatly 
enthusing the workmen.

I hear all this, and I think I estimate it 
at its true value, I believe it to be a com- 
paratively small andcertainly a very narrow 
section of the community. Its mouthings 
have not altered my opinion of the cer- 
tainty not alone of Mr. Blake’s election 
but also of that of Mr, McCarthy in North 
Longford, against whom the same sort of 
threats are being made, 

I have no doubt in the world that Mr, 
Blake would not hove been exposed to this 
sort of criticism had he not taken part 
with Healy in the North Longford conflict 
in favor of Juatin McCarthy.

Caught While Asleep 

The baths of St. Gervais were in tive 
soparate buildings joined bya stone wall 
erected ina narrow gorge, They were 
situated about 2066 feet above the sea on a 
road from Geneva to Chamouix. A glacier 
became detached from Mount Blane and 
fell into torrent, carrying 
away the hamlet of Bionnay and filling the 
torrent with masses of ice. The masses of 
ice and the wreckage of the village formed 


the mountain 


a dam which effectually restrained the 
water for some time. Finally tho 
dam broke and the waters burst 


like a cataract into the stream of Bon Nant, 
which passes through St. Gervais, The in- 
mates of the bath houses were awakened 
about 2.15 a.m. by sounds of rushing water 
and a loud crashing noise. Before they 
were able to leave the buildings the torrent 
filled with the debris of the village and 
large masses of ice crashed againat the bath 
houses, 

Three of the buildings were entirely de- 
stroyed and another one partially, while tho 
fifth building sustained no damage being 
situated upon a higher elevation than tho 
others. 

A Stream of Floating Corpses. 


The torrent continued into the valley, 
destroying everything in its course. 
The village of Le Fayet, lying 
in the valley was almost entirely de- 
molished. 

The wreckage of houses was swept on for 
miles into the Arve. Down the latter 


stream corpses and wreckage have been sent 
floating allday long. The full mortality is 
not yet known. It is believed that 75 per- 
sons perished at the baths alone. 

At least 50 of the inhabitants of Lafayet 
were drowned, 

The latest estimate of the number of dead 
is 180. 

St. Gervais is a watering place with 
sulpburous springs, and is a favorite summer 
resort. It lies in the wooded region of Mont 
Jolie, half a mile from the Chamon-road on 
the Bon Nant, Nant being the name applied 
to all mountain streams in Savoy. 





Mount tna Active. 


Rome, July 13.—The eruption of Mount 
Etna is rapidly increasing in violence. 
The fires in the crater’s show great activity. 
Loud explosions are continually taking 
place. 

A severe earthquake shock occurred yes- 
terday, which reduced to ruins the village 
of Giarre on the coast of Sicily, five hours’ 
journey from the craters of Mount .Wtna. 
[he population of Giarre is about 18,000. 
No mention of loss of life is made, but it is 
feared here that many must have perished. 
The whole country suffered severely from 
the shock. 


Engineers have been sent to the 
threatened points to prevent the vast 
quantities of lava that are being thrown 


out by the volcano from entering the wells 
from which the population obtain their 
supply of water, Should the lava come into 
contact with the water the steam generated 
would destroy tho wells 

The craters of Aitna were Inst active in 
1865. Giarre, the destroyed village, Iny 
directlo to the oast of the famous Valle del 
Bove on the eastern side of tna, a black

The Smoke Nuisance. 

A correspondent of Indian Engineering 
suggests a method of abating the smoke 
nuisance in close manufacturing localities 
by having a smoke duct running through a 

“town, connected in a suitable manner with 
the different furnaces, In carrying out 
such a plan, it is suggested that the duct 
might be conveyed outside of the city to a 
condensing station, an exhaust machine 
being employed tc force the draught. At 
the condensing station the soot-laden air 
would be made to pass through water con- 
veniently proximate, in this way depositing 
the solid matter, while the air passes away 
comparatively pure; the soot which re- 
mains might easily be collected, caked, and 
used as fuel, etc, The dimensions of the 
duct for such a purpose would haye to 
vary, as in the case of water and other 
mains, according to the work to be per- 
formed, 


When Suake Poison is Harmless, 2 
Nature sceins to have provided that no 
poison which acts externally shall have any 
effect internally, and vice versa. Thus the 
most deadly snake venom can be swallowed 
with impunity, the juice of the stomach 
rresumably decomposing it and rendering it 
Fara teae Many experiments haye been 
made to proye this. On one occasion re- 
corded by Humboldt one person swallowed 
the whole of the poison that could be ob- 
tained from four Italian vipers without suf- 
fering any bad consequences. In the same 
way the poison from the envenomed arrgws 
of South America Indians can be swallowed 
with safety, provided only that there is no 
wound on the lips or inside of the mouth,— 
Washington Post.

The school legislation erecting a system 
of public schools has been declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Supreme Court and an 
appeal is now before the Privy Conucil, 
The Government announce as their policy 
that should the Privy Council uphold the 
contention of the Catholics that they can- 
not be constitutionally taxed for the sup- 
port of non-sectarian schools they will be 
exempted from taxation, but will not be 
given power by the Logisliture to tax 
themselves, As a consequence Catholics 
will have either to voluntarily band to- 
gether andsupportschools ordo without edu- 
cation, The English opposition in their plat- 
form approve of a national schoolsysten and

There were 
purple blotches in her face and her hands 
clinched involuntarily, and she felt a 
encral unnatural sensation all over the 
hoa. She drank no less than five glasses 
of milk in the hope of removing the burn- 
ing sensation. The girls wrapped her in 
flannel, and finally after much suffering she 
recovered. 
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THE SAVOY DISASTER. 


Victims of the Terrible Landslide—Searoch- 
ing for the Bodles, 

Paris, July 14.—The work of searching 
for the bodies of those who lost their lives 
in the disaster at St. Gervais de les Bains 

esterday morning was continued to-day. 
‘he bodies of those already recoyered are 
torn and mangled most horribly, In many 
cases the heada were torn from the boclies, 
while in others the arms and legs had been 
cut off by the sharp rocks or huge masses of 
ice that had passed over them. Again some 
bodies were found that had been crushed 
out of all semblance to humanity. The scene 
at St, Gervais is indeed a most hoartrending 
one, When the glacier slid down into the 
Ben Nant, on which mountain stream St. 
Gervais de les Bains is situated, the current 
was dammed and the water rose rapidly be- 
hind the huge wall of ice, Finally the 
preturs became so great that the dam was 

roken, and then roaring, grinding and 
crpahing the immense volume of water and 
tremendous masses of ice started down the 
ravine. Many of the victims were over- 
taken in theirsleep and instantly swept in- 
to the torrent, where they were drowned 
and their bodies afterwards mutilated by 
the floating debris or by being crushed, Of 
the 57 employed in the baths only 9 were 
saved alive, and 7 of these are severely in- 
jured. Among the victims was u Dane, 
who escaped from the terrible explosion in 
the steamer Mont Blanc at Ouchy, on the 
Lake of Geneva, lastSaturday, when 26 per- 
sons were killed. 

At the hamlet of Bionasy, which was 
swept out of existence by the sliding gla- 
cier, 35 persons were killed. 

Arrangements are now, being made for 
the funerals. Subscriptions are being 
raised for the sufferers, and it is hoped a 
large sum will be raised, as many women 
and children have been deprived of support. 
Some marvelous escapes are reported. 
Fifteen persons who were staying at the 
baths were saved by the presence of mind 
of the resident physician, who, hearing the 
roar of the coming water and debris, open- 
ed the doors of the rooms nearest to him 
and called to the occupants to flee for their 
lives. The physician led them thréugh a 
window and up the mountain side to a 
place of safety. The hair dressers at the 
baths hastily improvised a bridge across the 
Bon Nant, and on this 20 persons croswed 
and reached a sheltered spot, from which 
they were afterwards rescued, 


SPANISH RIOTS. 


Many People Shot Down by Soldiors After 
Sacking the Town, 


Maprip, July 14.—There is widespread 
rioting in Spain against the octroi duties. 

At Selva, in the Province of Tarragona, 
the octroi offices were burned yesterday by a 
mob. The collector and the employes of 
the offices when they rushed from the 
burning building were stoned and several 
of them were badly injured. The rioters, 
flushed with their success at the octroi offi- 
ces, made an attack upon the town hall and 
carried it by storm. ‘The mayor fled, but 
was wounded by the rioters. The mob 
took full possession of the building, forced 
open the safes and destroyed many docu- 
ments, ‘The police were powerless and the 
troops were called upon to suppress the dis- 
orders, ‘The rioters showed an inclination 
to resist the soldiers, but the latter fired 
upon them, killing several and wounding 
many others.

LARGEST MASONIC LIBRARY. 


Valuable Collection of Craftsnien’s Lore 


—Its Creator nnd Preserver. 


ae largest Masoni library in the world 
is that at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, belonging to 
the Grand Lode a that ate x a 
started in 1845 with an appropriation of Bj, 
the first book in the collection being Cole's 
“‘Ahiman Rozon.” There are now 12,000 
tomes in the collection, with several thou- 
sand unbound pamphlets “and periodicals, 
The majority of the books are Masdnic 
works, though there are hundreds upon 
allied subjects, as the design is to collect 
everything bearing upon Masonry. 

There are hooks on the Egypfan mys- 
teries and religious works of all nations. 
The collection is complete in fraternal peri- 
odicals and the proceedings of Masdnic 
bodies, and there are many valuable works, 
duplicates of which do not exist. There tre 
also curios by thousands, old coins and 
medals, antique pottery, bits of bronze and 
marble, rare prints and engravings. These 
historic souvenirs are housed and classified 
in a handsome structure of brick, stone and 
iron, valued at $32,000, erected by the 
Grand Lodge of Iowa. 

Essentially associated with this library 
is the Grand Secretary, Hon. Theodore 8. 
Parvin, u distinguished gentleman, known 
wherever Masonry flourishes. He is now 
serving his 49th year in that position and 
the Iowa library is called “ Parvih's 
hobby.”’ He is its creator and by his intel- 
ligent and indefatigable zeal the library 
has reached the proud distinction it now 
enjoys. He has occupied prominent legal 
and scholastic positions in Iowa, and! is 
widely known as an able writer and editbr. 
He has been Grand Representative of the 
Grand Lodge of England and received a 
magnificent jewel from the Prince of Wales. 
The Grand Priory of Canada also presen ted 
him with a fine jewel in recognition of simi- 
lar service, —Toronto Telegram.

MT- ETNA ERUPTION 


Mount Eton Threatens to Destroy Severn! 
Villages, 

Rome, July 15.—The eruption of Mount 
Etnu is rapidly increasing in violence. Im 
imenso streams of lava are pouring down the 
mountain side, and it appears certain that 
several villages anda number of dwellings 
in the path of the lava seem destined to be 
destroyed. All the craters are active. One 
is ejecting a stream of lava several yards 
doep and very wide, This stream presents 
the appearance of a river of fire and is 
very beautiful to look at, though it is 
bound to ruin much property. Another of 
the craters is spurting large incandescent 
rocks to an immense hoight, while the 
edges of the third crater appear to be 
crumbling. 

Mount Etna has 18 openings, nine 
which are active, The lava‘is flowing in 
the direction of Nicolosi at the rate of 50 
percent hour, Ithas already passed the 
aya deposits formed by the violent erup- 
tion of 1886. The flow of lava towards 
Pedara is less rapid. 

The subterranean rumblings and the loud 
and startling explosions continue. The 
alarm among the inhabitants of the various 
villages in tho vicinity of Mount Etna 
is increasing, and the people fear that 
phenomena of a more dangerous character 
than that which has already ovcurred is yet 
to be experienced,

land in search of gamo, The act {s primar- 
tly Intended for the protection of game 
birds and animals of all kinds, which have 
beon almost exterminated in many parts of 
the province, but its provisions are equally 
available in defence of songsters and other 
small birds, Every owner and occupier of 
a place In the country, whether large or 
small, should acquaint himeelf with the 
provistons of thle act, and use thom as io- 
tended. If this were done by owners and 
tenants acting In concert, we might hope 
the course of a few years to see a great in- 
orease in game ond birds of allkinds. The 

ultiplication of game would soon become a 
source of profit to the farmer, while an in- 
crease of the birds would add to the country 
life, and tend to make Ib attractive as a 
place of resort by pleasure seekers of re- 
fined tastes who, tired of town and city din, 
betake thempelves to rural scenes for pleas- 
ant and refreshing change, 

While on this toplo, in may not be amiss 
to say a word to parents, on the {mportance 
of Inculcating kind, humane feelings toward 
birds, and the lower order of animals in 
general, on thelr children. Some young 
people seem to have a streak of barbarity 
in thelr composition, and Infllct a great deal 
of suffering on the brute creation with ut 
apparently realizlag what they are adout, 
They should be taught that these weak and 
helpless fellow creatures of theirs have ca- 
pabilities of enjoyment and of sufferlog as 
well as themselves, and that {t fs a part of 
their duty to render all sround them as hap- 
py as possible.

The figures 
above givon, therefore, are Hable to be in- 
creased considerably when finally adjusted. 
The net debt of the Dominion on 30:h June 
1889, amounted to $237,530,041 ; the next 
year it had Increased only $2,171,practloally 
nothing. During the past year we exponded 
upon capital aceount, that is upon railways 
and canals, Dominion lands and rallway sub- 
sldles, $3,017,614 ; eo that, If we aucceed in 
keep'ng the public dobt down to about tho 
same figure as it stands at now,we shall have 
done yery much more than live within our 
means. A business man who pays his way, 
and also pays for hls pornanent improve- 
ments ous of current revenue, ts rightly 
considered economical and successful ; and 
this is what Oanada has done for two yoars,

Notwithstanding the brisk consumptive 
demand in England for Osuadian cheese,

MeCarthy and Lawson Elected. 

Justin McCarthy, the leader of the anti- 
Parnellites, who was dofeated in London- 
derry a few days ago, much to the delight 
of the Parnellites, was elected Saturday in 
the North Division of Longford, beating his 
Conservative opponent, J. M. Wilson, by a 
majority of 2468. 

Sir Wilfrid Lawson, an advanced Radi- 
cal, who favors the disestablishment of the 
church,the abolition of the House of Lords, 
and the doing away with standing armies, 
has been elected in the Cockermouth Divi- 
sion of Cumberland, which he lost in the 
election of 1885, by a majority of 10 votes, 
but which, standing asa Gladstonian Lib- 
eral, he carried in 1886. Sir Wilfrid is 
well known for his devotion to the tem- 
yerance cause, and as leader of the United 
iiaplaet Alliance. He has been in Parlin- 
ment, off and on, since 1859, In 
March, 1864, he asked for permission to 
introduce the measure now so well known 


as the Permissive bill, the main principle , 


of which was the giving to two-thirds of 
any parish or township an absolute vote 
upon all licenses for the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors granted within their districts. 
This bill was supported by 40 members of 
the House. On June18, 1880, Sir Wilfrid 
succeeded in carrying his ‘‘Local Option” 
resolution by a majority of 26. 


Strong Temperance Following. 


The new House will have 167 members

WHAT BALFOUR SAYS. 


“ffome Rule In Not Likely to Be Passed 
in Our Time,” He Says. 


Loxpon, July 18,—Mr. Balfour, in a

In the shooting for the Kolapore Cup, 
the team representing England secured the 
trophy, leading the Canadian teat, tho 
next highest competitor by 22 points, The 
scores wore:

The prize is competed for by teams of 
eight, theteam from Great Britain being 
chosen from the whole of the United King- 
dom, cight from the Canadian twenty, 
eight from tho retired Indiun civil servants, 
and eight from any other British colony, 
the Channel Islands being accounted 
colonies for this purpose. The winning 
teatn, when colonial, gets £80 sterling in 
addition to the cups, which are held for a 
year, 

The trophy consists of two large magnifi- 
cent golilen cups of superb Indian woukman- 
ship, presented by the Rajah of Kolapore 
in 1871 to the National Rifle Association of 
Great Britain to be competed for by teams 
as Sndicated above. It has been won 14 
tintes by Great Britain and five times by 
Canada, viz, in 1872, 1875, ISSI, 1884) and 
1889. The winning Canadian score in 1884 
was 665. Last vear the Canadian score 
was 674, against the winnivg score of 687. 
The highest Kolapore score ever made wag 
710 by Great Britain ‘» 1887.

Wise 
men are beginning to see that a substitate 
must be supplied to take the place of the 
saloon, Which shall vetain all ita good fea 
tures and simply discal ite evil elements.

RAILWAY FATALITY. 


Collision on the Welland Diyision 
of the G, T. R 


The Katbbun Co, Have a Heavy Loas.—

Four Persons Killed. 

Sr, Oarnanies, Ont., Joly 18.—An 
accident occurred on the Welland division 
of the Grand Trunk railway be'ween Sb. 
Oastharines and Merritton near the acque- 
duct of the new canal this a.m, the 
steamboat express from Buffalo collidiog 
with the local traln for Port Oolborne. 
Four persons are reported killed. 

Sr. Oarnanines, July 18,—The acoldent 
took place a short distance wesb of Merit- 
ton. A short wooden bridge crosses the 
water power raceway, and the engine of 
the boat train had just crossed ib when the 
collision took place, Thé first two coaches 
of the boat train were thrown from the track 
over the bank, plunging into the race- 
stream, 

Up to noon 3 bodies had been recovered, 
namely those of Ohapmen, driver of the 
mall tralp, David Hunt, fireman of the boat 
train, and a passenger named Vanslyke, 
belonging to Buffalo.

BIG MONTREAL FIRE 


Clendonning's Large Stove FE oundry Badly 
Da maged—Other Huildings Threatened, 

Monrreat, July 19.—Fire occasioned 
nearly $100,000 damage in Clendenning’s 
large stove foundry inWilliam-street Monday 
afternoon. ‘The fire originated in the roof 
of the machine shop, which was destroyed. 
The rear factory, including the offices of 
Ramsay & Sons, was also destroyed, 

The big fire at Clendenning’s was only 
under control when the firemen were called 
out to a fire at Maraan’s feed store in Gray 
Nun-street, Tho fire had made great head- 
way and did great damage.

Unionist and Conservatives, 2,118,533; 
Gladstonian, 2,375,337. 

A Compromise Suggested. 

‘Lhe Times to-day gives prominence to a 
letter from Sir Edward Watkin, Liberal- 
Unionist, member-elect of the House of 
Commons fse Hythe, and chairman of the 
South Eastern Railway Company, 
urging a settlement of the Irish 
question by a compromise between 
Mr. Gladstone and Lord Salisbury and by 
the construction of a ship canal across Ire- 
land and « tunnel connecting Treland and 
Scotland. The construction of a ship canuly 
Sir Edward says, would place Ireland on 
the shortest sea route to all the great west 
and to the east by way of the Canadian 
Pucific railway Surveys, le adds, have 
shown that the project is feasible, and that 
the cost would not exceed £20,000,000. 

It is officially announced to-day that, as a 
result of the visit of Lord Salisbury to the 
Queen at Windsor Castle yesterday, the 
Conservative Government will meet Parlia- 
ment on Aug. 4. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says that a rumor 
isin circulation that the Queen will not 
summon Mr, Gladstone to form a ministry, 
and that a coalition government under the 
Duke of Devonshire is possible. The Pall 
Mall Gazette connects the rumor with the 
visit of Lord Salisbury, Joseph Chamber- 
lain and the Duke of Devonshire to Windsor 
Castle last week. The best informed Lib- 
erals ridicule a Devonshire coalition as out- 
side of all possible contingencies, importing 
the acceptance of Home Rule by the Lib- 
eral-Unionists and their return to their ad- 
hesion to Mr. Gladstone. 

The Scotch Tories will give a banquet in 
honor of Col. Wauchope in Edinburgh to- 
morrow, at which the prospects for the 
second contest wili be discussed. 

Thomas Sexton, in a speech at Listowel, 
said: A few months ago when things looked 
black and doubtful the generous Trish race 
in America and Australia despaired of a 
Home Rule victory, owing to the factionism 
in the Nationalist ranks, and the word 
went round to hope no more for the Father- 
land; all its ranks were thin and broken. 

3ut to-day its ranks are reunited, and in 
the next Parliament Ireland’s national ro- 
presentatives will wring from their former 
enemies a measure of Home Rule satisfac- 
tory to the national aspirations of Ireland. 

Michael Davitt, who also spoke, said the 
nine seats gained by the Parnellites had 
been won by Tory money, influence and 
votes, and that they would be obliterated 
at the next election.

In 1843 he took 4000 teachers and children 
from Leicester to Derby to seo the races. In 
1845 he got a4 an excursion party from 
Leicester to Liverpool and published in 
connection with ita handbook of the trip 
to Liverpool. The train started on August 
4 and provod so successful that a second 
train was run on August 20, 

He next took excursion parties to Scot- 
land, and they were so satisfactory that 
tho system was extended. In 1851 he con- 
ducted large numbers of sightseers to the 
great exhibition in Hyde Park, and im 1853 
to the Dublin exhibition. In 1856 he

The Holdridge child was sent for and 
At first she denied having 
given any of the children anything to eat 
or driok, but when told that sho had been 
seen making the cocoa and that it was 
known she had poisoned them she very 
naively and with wide-open eyes said; 

“Dear me, is that so?” 

As far as can be learned this obild Borgia’s 
work began in earnest July 7, On that day 
Ella had been playing with Louisa, the 17- 
year-old daughter of Herman Sterner. 
Shortly after she left Louisa was taken 
violently ill. ‘ho weathor was hot, just 
the kind in which children's complaints 
flourish, and the physician called prescribed 
for summer complaint, None of his reme 
dies eased her sufferings, andafter two days 
of intense agony tho little one died, 

She was buried on the 11th, and one of 
the conspicuous figures at the Stermer home 
during the days intervening between death 
and the funeraland at the open graveside 
was little Ella Holdridge,solemn and quiet, 
but her eyes flashing with oxcitement, her 
cheeks burning ana her face full of mystery. 

The doctor had given a certificate of 
death from summer complaint, and no 
thought of murder or poison entered the 
mind of any ono until last Wednesday, 
when Mrs. Egglestcn came to Buffalo on a 
shopping expedition, leaving her two 
young daughtors at home. Sle had been 
gone only a few minutes when the Hold- 
ridge girl went to the house, The children 
wore playing around the doorstep. 

Ella took them inside and told them she 
would inake them something nice. She 
locked the door and made a pot of cocoa, 
into which sho threw a genérous handful of 
rat poison, 

One of the children didn’t like the taste. 
She was pushed onto asofa. The liquid 
was poured down her throat. Then Ella 
told them both they would be all right 
soon, directing them not to tell anyone, 

That night both children were taken 
violently illand Dr. Edmonds was called. 
He at once suspected poison. Questioning 
the little patients closely he learned enough 
to put him on the track of the child 
poisoner, 

Ever since then Dr, Edmonds has been 
attending the children and may save their 
lives,although the hot weather tells against 
them. 

While he was working over the Eggles- 
ton children it was discovered that the 5 
year old son of Mr. Garlock had been 
poisoned. 

A panic seized the neighborhood, Every 
child was catechised to learn if it had eaten 
or drunk anything given them by Ella 
Holdridge. 

By hard work the physicians who attend- 
ed tho Garlock boy saved his life, although 
he is yet very ill) In the meantime Dr. 
Harris, who attended the girl who died, 
and Dr, Edmonds had compared notes, and 
Justice of the Peace Rodgers and Coroner 
Hardleben were notified and began an in- 
vestigation. 

Then she made a full confession. She 
told how she had mado the cocoa with the 
poison in it, and how she had forced it 
down the throats of the little Eggleston 
children because she wanted to go to a 
funeral and thought they would look so 
nice dead. 

When the death of little Louisa Stermer 
was brought up, she frankly said: 

"You, she’s dead. Poor Louisa! But 
she looked awful pretty and her funeral 
was awful nice.” 

Ella had given her the poison in a drink 
of water, she said. She told hor tale in the 
most tnutter-of-fact way, without seeming 
to realize the enormity of her act, 

Abe conclusion of the confession Jua- 
tice Rogers sent her to Father Baker's for 
safekeeping until tho coronor’s investiga- 
tion is finished. 

It has been learned that after she had 
iven the poison to the little Stermer girl 
Sia went home, and her mother, noticing 

that she seemed to be laboring under sup- 
pressed excitement, asked her what the 
trouble was. 

“I don’t know,” she replied, ‘‘but 1 guess 
little Louisa is goin’ to dic, ‘cause she’s 
pretty sick. The doctor is there.” 

From then until the child died Ella made 
frequent trips to the Stermer house, tiptoed 
her way to a window and peeked in. Every 
time she ran back to her mother and cried 
almost joyously, 

“T guess she’s most dead now.” 

Finally little Louisa died. ‘The first inti- 
mation Mrs, Holdridge had of it was when 
Ella ran into the house clapping her hands 
and dancing upand down, saying gleefully: 

“T guess she’s dead now, ‘cause they're 
all in there crying and there’s a man thefe 
with a box. She's dead, she’s dead; I 
know it,”” 

And she danced off out into the street. 

Mrs. Holdridge is almost prostrated with 
rief. 

8 “T questioned Ella,” she sani, “but all I 
can get from her is that she thought they 
would look nice dead and she wanted to go 
to the funeral.” 

She seemed always

mania for deaths and funerals Every time 
anyone died she learned of it in some way 
and would dance up and down with joy, 
clapping her hands and saying, ‘‘Hoe's dead! 
Ho's dead!” 

“Thon if she could she would slip away 
aud go to the cemetery to the funeral 
Several times when she has returned home 
after an absence and I questioned hor, she 
would tell me enough to lead me to believe 
she had been following a funeral. 

The girl was seen in the institution to- 
day and questioned, but could give no ox- 
planation of her poisoning, other than that 
**they looked nice dead,’’ When asked how 
she know the poison would kill the children, 
whe said: 

“Tf it killed race and mice it would kill 
children.” 

Her mind seems porfectly free from evil 
and she said, very quietly and earnestly: 

‘Little Louisa looked very pretty dead.”

Twaep, Ont., Jaly 21,—Io tho colllaton 
of thiamornlog noar Erinayilie, onthe Bay of 
Qalnte railway, throo aro reported killed, 
Obristy, onglnooer, Wellington Hardy, fire- 
man, and a child named Murphy. Among 
the Injured are Brakeman Mumby, nob ex- 
pected to live, and fifteen others, names 
nob yed ascertained. 

There was a ballast train ordered out to 
proceed to Erinaville to do shunting, and 
then back some distance to the gravel pit, 
whore [b was intended the regular morning 
tralo, which started some thirty minutes 
later than the ballast train from Tweed 
should cross, but before the ballast train 
had gob to the pit the colllalon occurred. 
There belng no semiphores on the Ine, 
there conld be no signal of danger given. 
Tho regular train had ordera to keep a 
sharp look-out for the ballast tralp, bub 
owlng to acurve In the road, did nob see 
the ballast train till too late to slacken up. 

The engines of both trains are badly 
broken up, ss the ballast train had gone 
out backward, when leaving here, so the 
engines met, 

All of the killed belong to Tweed. 

Another Account, 

Tamwortu, July 21.—A fatal colliston 
ocoured aboubd four miles west of Tamworth 
about 7 o'clock this morning, on the Bay of 
Quinte R'y. Tho regular passenger train 
was coming from Tweed on time, when she 
was meb by a special from Erinaville, con- 
sisting of an engine and tender, Both were 
golog at fallspeed, They met Ina deep cab, 
There wasa terrible crash, The engines 

and cars were piled in an indesoribable mass.

I have been asked What 
breed do you recommend to a man starting 
in the business? I ing iriably say, The 
breed that suits you the best. Akemuch 
depends upon the carb you give the birds as 
upon the variety. Mach breed of 
have their good and poor qualities, 
willing to tella man how 
done with me, but try to cram it 
down a man's throat that this or that var- 
iety is far above all other varictics, I sell 
people kinds they want and then they are 
satisfied. I breed altogether for fancy show 
birds, I have not the time nor room to do 
otherwise. I never force my birds to lay dur- 
ing the winter when eggs are high. I let! 
nature takes its course and wheu thre breed-| 
ing season comes the vitality of the birds is 
not all gone. In winterI give a morning 
meal of hot mash of equal parts of rm 
shorts and stale bread and broken crackers, 
and about twice each week a quarter part 
of ground meat or scraps. Mix it well and 
quite stiffand never soft or sloppy. About 
an hour before sundown I give whole grain, 
corn, oats and some wheat mixed: [ heat 
it on very cold days. 

In summer I mix the morning meal cold. 
I never give more at a meal than the birds 
will clean up, and then I always have them 
with good appetites and ready for them’ 
meals when feeding time comes. Long! 
days in summer I give a small feed of 
whole grain at noon.” In winter I mix cut 
rowen with the mash once or twice a! 
week. When confined, fowls like all kinds 
of veg. sbles. If you so choose, give a 
small quantity of some kind of condimental’ 
food to ward off any disease’ Always 
salt the mash about the same ° as for 
house cooking. Many people give birds 
more mash than they will clean up and it is 
allowed to remain and get sour, thus cans- 
ing derangement of the stomach, and per- 
haps diarrhwa, Canker is also brought on! 

Feel as I 
have stated, give clean water in a clean 
dish, and provide good clean quarters, and 
your success is sure.

In the Senate the House Bill to onforce 
reciprocal commercial relations with Can- 
ada was laid before the Senate and was, on 
motion of Mr, Frye, placed on the calen- 
dar, taking the place of the Senate Bill on 
the same subject, which Mr. Frye said was 
almost identical with it. 

The bill provides that when the President 
shall be satisfied that the passage through 
any canal or lock connected with the navi- 
gation of the St. Lawrence River, the great 
lakes or the waterways connecting the same, 
of any vessels of the United States or of the 
Cargoes or passengers in transit to any port 
of the United States is prohibited or is made 
difficult or burdensome by the imposition of 
tolls or otherwise, which he shal! deem to be 
Pl pein upjust and unrensonable, ho 
shall bave the power to suspend the richt of 
free passagge through the St. Mary’s Falls’ 
Canal, so farasitrelates to vessels owned 
by the subjects of the government dis- 
criminating against the United States.

ATLANTIC City, N.J 
sixty days I will be in Spain

The Orillia Murder, 

Ont., July 22.—Since thi 
coroners jury said that young Joseph 
Badgerow of Rama Township had met 
death at the hands of some persons un 
known the good people of the township and 
adjoining towns have been puzzling their 
brains in the hope of obtaining some clue to 
the perpetrator of the deed. No definite 
steps have been taken to place the crime on 
any certain individual, but the authorities 
are at work and something startling may 
develop in a short time. Many 
rumors are going the rounds, and 
the TH told you people 
are as numerous as usual. The boy's body 
was too badly decomposed to udmit of the 
true cause of death being ascertained, but 
the face, throat and the condition of the 
respiratory organs did not indicate that 
deuth had been caused by strangulation. 
The suicide theory is scoffed at. 

Supposing it to be a case of murder, sus- 
picion points to the boy’s own father, 
Charles Badgerow. This man bears a most 
unenviable reputation. About a year ago 
he left his wifo and ever since has, it is 
alleged, been living in adultery with an- 
other woman named Christina Reid. The 
boy, Joseph, dearly loved his mother and 
usod to go to see her whenever he could. 

This displeased the father especially, as 
on th@be visits the dead boy used to tell his 
mother of his father’s doings with Mrs. 

Reid. Mrs. Badgerow, the mother of the 
boy, feels very sad over his death. She 
thought « great deal moro of Joseph than 
she did of his father, and always used to 
stick up for him when his father wanted to 
punish him. ‘Joe always stuck to me,” 
she said, ‘and one night when [ was being 
abused he struck his father in the face, and 
1 admired his pluck. I cannot think 
that he was a boy who would commit sui- 
cide. On one occasion in Orillia last fall 
his father threatened to shoot him if he told 
me anything about Mrs. Reid and himself. 
He was drunk at the time and said ho had 
a pistol in his pocket. He often abused me 
and he knew the boy thought a lot of me, 
Badgerow has an awful ugly temper. But 
I don’t think be could kill his own son.”

After the 
service Dr. ‘Talmage preached in the street 
to the crowd, which numbered fully fifteen 
thousand, The sermon selected for this 
week is entitled, ‘Our Possessions,” from I, 
Corinthians, 3, 22 ;—‘‘All are yours.” 

Che impression is that. religion 
puts # man on short allowance ; that when 
the ship sailing heavenward comes to the 
shining wharf it will be found ont that all 
the passengers had the hardest kind of sea- 
fare; that the soldiers in Christ’s army 
march most of the time with an empty 
haversack; in a word, that only those 
people have a good time in ‘this world who 
take upon themselves no religious obliga- 
tion, 

L want to-day to find out whether this is 
so and Iam going to take account of stock ; 
I am going to show what are. the Chris- 
tian’s liabilities and what is his income, 
and what are his warrantee deeds, and 
what are his bonds and mortgages, and I 
shall find out before I finish just how 
much he is worth and I shall spread be- 
foré you the balance sheef in time to warn 
you against the religion of Jesus Christ, if 
indeed, it be afailure, and in time for you 
all to accept it, if, indeed, it be a success. 
I turn first to the assets, and I find. there 
what seems to be a roll of government se- 
curities—the Empire of Heaven promising 
all things to the possessor. The three 
small words of my text are a warrantee deed 
to the whole uniyerse when it says, ‘‘All 
are yours.” 

In making an inventory of the Christian’s 
possessions, I remark, in the first place, 
that he’owns this world. My text implies 
it, and’ the preceding verse asserts it— 
“whether Paul, or Appollos, or Cephas, or 
the world;” Now, it would be an absurd 
thing to suppose that God would give to 
strangers privileges and advantages which 
he would deny his own children. If you 
have a large park, a grand mansion, beauti- 
fa fountains, stalking deer, and statuary, 
to whom will you give the first right to all 
these possessions? To outsiders? No, to 
your own children. You will say, ‘It will 
ye very well for outsiders to come in and 
walk the paths and enjoy this landscape ; 
but the first right to my house, and the first 
right to my statuary, the first right to my 
gardens, shall be in the possession of my 
own children. 

Now, this world is God’s park, and while 
He allows those who are not His children, 
and who refuse His authority, the privilege 
of walking through the gardens, the posses- 
sion of all this grandeur of park and man- 
sion isin the right of the Christian—the 
flowers, the diamonds, the silver, the gold, 
the morning brightness and the evening 
shadow, The Christian may not have the 
title-deed to one acre of land, as recorded 
in the clerk’s office; he may never have 
paid one dollar of taxes; but he can go up 
on a mountain and look off upon fifty miles 
of grain field and say: ‘All this is mine; 
my Father gave it to me.” ‘All are 
yours.” 

A lawyer is sometimes required to search 
titles, and the client who thinks he has a 
pod right to an estate puts the papers in

the title to all earthly possessions. I go 
back a little, and I find that men of the 
world—bad men, selfish men, wicked men 

think they have a right to all these pos- 
sessions, but I go further back, and I trace 
the title from year to year, and from cen- 
tury to century, until [ find the whole 
right vested in God. Now, to whom did 
He give it? To His own children! ‘All 
are yours,” 

The simple fact is, that in the last days 
of the world all the architecture, all the 
all the mountains, all the villages 
will be in the possession of the Church of 
Christ. ‘*The meek shall inherit the earth.” 
Ships of Tarshish shall bring presents, 
“The earth is the Lord’s and the fulness 
thereof. “All yours.” ‘But,’ you 
say, “What satisfaction is there jn that 
when I haven't them?”

Out of whose hand did the cor 
morant pick its food t Whose loom wove 
the butterfly’s wing? Who hears the hawk’s 
ery? If God takes care of a walrus, and a 
Siberian dog, and a wasp, will He not. take 
care of you? Willa father have more re- 
gaurd for reptiles than for his sons and 
daughters? If God clothes the grizzly bear, 
and the panther, and the liyena, will He 
not clothe His own children? Come, then, 
this morning, and get the key of the infinite 
store-house. Come and get the key of the 
infinite wardrobe. Here they are—all the 
keys, ‘*All are yours. 

So all the vicissitudes of this life, so far 
as they haye any religious profit, are in the 
right of the Christian. If you should stand 
among the Alleghany monntains, especially 
near what is called the ‘* Horseshoe,” you 
would find a train of cars almost doubling 
on itself, and sitting in the back car you see 
& locomotive coming as you look out of the 
window, and you think it is another train 
when it is only the front of the train in 
which you are riding; and’ sometimes you 
can hardly tell whether the train is going 
towards Pittsburg or towards Philadelphia, 
but it is op the track, and it will reach the 
depot for which it started, and all’the pas- 
sengers will be discharged at the right 
place. Now there are a great many 
sharp curves in life. Sometimes we 
seem to be going this way, 4nd some- 
limes we seem to be going that way; but 
if we are Christians we are on the right 
track and we are going to come out ‘at the 
riglit place. Do not get worried, then 
about the sharp curve. A sailing vessel 
starts from New York for Glasgow. Does 
it go in a straight line? Oh, no. It 
changes its tack every little while. Now, 
you say, “This vessel, instead of going to 
Glasgow, must'be going to Havre, or it is 
going to Hamburg, or is going to Marseilles,” 
No, ‘no. Itis going to Glasgow, And’ in 
this voyage of life we often have to change 
our tack. One storm blows us this way, 
and another storm blows us’ that way ; but 
he who’ holds’ the ‘winds in His’ fist’ will 
bring us into a haven of everlasting’ fest 
just at the right time, Do‘not worry then, 
if you have to change tack. 

One of the best things that ever hap- 
ened to Paul was being thrown off his 
frotsete One of the best’ things’ that ever 
happened to Joseph was being thrown in- 
to the pit. The losing of his physical eye- 
sight helped John Milton to see ‘the battle 
of the-angels, One of the best’ things that 
ever happened to Ignatits was being thrown 
to the wild’ beasts in the Coliseum, und 
while eighty thousand people were jeering 
at his religion he walked up to the fiercest 
of all the lions and looked him in the’ eye, 
as much as to say, ‘‘Here I am, ready to be 
devoured for Christ’s sake.” All things 
work together for your good. If you walk 
the desert, the manna will fall and the sea 
will part, If the feverish torch of sickness 
is kindled over your pillaw, hy its light you 
can read the promiges. If the waves of 
trouble dash high abave your girdle, across 
the blast and across the surge you can hear 
the promise, ‘‘When thou passest through 
the “waters, ] will be with thee,” You

this life, and they are bound to work out 
your present and your eternal good. They 
are the saws, the hammers, the files by 
which you hewn and cut and 
smoothed for your eternal well-being.

The B. Q. R. Fatality. 


Some Particulars as to the Victims. 
(Kingston News.) 

William Christie, the engineer who lost 
his life, fs well known in railroad clrcles. 
He was a married man of about 40 years of 
uge, and resided in Tweed, where he was 
prominently connected with the Presby- 
terlan church. He was nurtured in rail- 
roading, and before he engaged with the 
Napanee & Tamworth, acted as driver on 
the G.T.R between Toronto and Kingston. 
He has been engineer on No, 12, Bay of 
Qalnte Rallway over since tt commenced 
running into Kingston, and always falth- 
fully performed his daty. The men at the 
K. & P. station all speak well of him, as 
with them he was very popular. 

Joseph Hardy, fireman, was an unmar- 
ried man about 25 years of age. He also 
resided {n Tweed, and has always been 
employed {n the Bay of Quinte rallway 
since {t first ran into Kingston. 

Kirby, the engineer on the speclal train, 
{s a married man and a resident of Tweed. 

Thomas Watson, fireman on the passen- 
ger tralp, {s also married and a reeldent of 
Tweed, 

Wallfam Wilkinson, conductor on the 
special, was formerly a resident of Kings- 
ton, and his mother still lives here. 

Brown, the brakesman on the special, Is 
from Napanee. 

DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 


The Mail furnishes the following : 

The reporter was in the act of entering 
Eogineer Kirby's departmeno when a man 
came running up to him, and sald that If he 
was a student he had better hurry to the 
nexb room, where a young man was dying. 
Arriving there, {t was learned that the oo- 
cupant’s name was Edward Rosenberg, of 
Belleville. The young fellow was appar- 
ently unconsclous when the reporter first 
entered, bub he gradually revived. Dr. 
Olark, who was hustling from one room to 
another entered, and soonrelleved the suffer- 
er; the young man was aftlicted withan tober- 
nal Injury of the stomach, probably a slight 
rupture. Dr. Olarke sald that after Rosen- 
burg gained consclousness ab the wreck he 
was one of the best workora in the party. 

Thomas Watson, Belleville, fireman on 
No. 6, was hurt about the head, He saw 
the light engine approaching in time to leap 
from the cab. As be did so he yelled to 
his mate, ‘Christie, look out |" When he 
recovered he was half buried In coal and 
water. His head was cub In several places 
and his hip slightly damaged. Watson had 
served four years on bhe road as fireman.

lengthy written statement detailing 
their origin, purpose and going into the 
Homestead affair from their point of view. 

Robert Pinkerton testified that the 
sent to Homestead were obtained in 
York, Chicago and Philadelphia All of 
them knew the exact nature of their em- 
ployment aud many of them had been for 
some time proviously in the employ of the 
Pinkerton agency and were well recom- 
mended. ‘The barges were hot constructed 
for purposes of protection nid not 
lined with iron or steel.

Oficial Reports from the Great Disaster 
At Sangir, 


Tue Hacor, July 25.—Official confirma- 
tion has been received here from Batavia 
of the reported volcanic eruption on the 
Isle of Sangir in the Celebes Sea between 
Celebes od Mindano. The eruption came 
from a yoleano known as Gunona Awun. 

The whole island was shaken so violently 
that huts and houses collapsed and great 
fissures appeared in the rocky formation 
at the northwestern end. 

The huts took fire and those of the 
natives who were not burned todeath in 
the towns were covered and smothered in 
theashes. Lavaran in streams two and 
three feet deep and 20 or 30 feet wide down 
the niountain side and into the sea. 

The loss of life on the northwestern end 
was at least 2000 and probably 2500.

Quesro, Que, July 25,—The tug Me- 
Naughton, with the ‘B” Battery con- 
tingent, arrived here at 6 o'clock Saturday 
evening. The now famous smuggler 
Bouchard, surrounded by a picket of sol- 
diers with drawn bayonets, marched ashore 
meoningly/proud of his exploits, At his 
side stood another well-known sinuggler 
named Landry, nicknamed ‘‘Pork and 
Beans.” A large concourse of people stood 
on the wharf. The two prisoners marched 
ashore with their escorts, and they cheered 
the smugglers enthusiastically as they 
passed between two lines of bayonets 
Some were shouting: ‘Bravo, Bouchard! 
you're the boy”; others encouraged him by 
saying that everything concerning him 
would be all right. Both Bouchard and 
Landry were arrested yesterday afternoon 
by Collector of Customs Col. Forsytho. 
They and all their friends were stupid with 
drink. They declared that they would 
have resisted a reasonable force ot 15 or 20 
men, but 60 men and officers were too many 
for them. 

“You may seize that whisky,” said Bouch- 
ard, “‘there are hundreds more barrels of it 
on thisisland.” One of the soldiers fainted 
shortly after landing. Bouchard and 
his ally were given over to the civil authori- 
ties. 

Sixty-two barrels of contraband whisky 
were seized by Collector of Customs For- 
sythoon his expedition at Isle Aux Coudres.

Heavy Cheese Exports, 
(Montreal Trade Bulletin, ) 

The prompt manner in which the recent 
heavy exports of cheese from Oanada and 
the United States have been absorbed on 
the other alde of the Atlantic, has been re- 
markable, showlpg that the consumptive 
demand In Great Britaln has been ver 
keen, owlng, no doubt, to the clearance ef- 
feoted in old stocks at the beginning of the 
season. From the opening of navigation 
to July 16th, the shipments of cheese from 
this port amounted to 453,000 boxes against 
862,000 boxes for the corresponding perlod 
last year, showing the large Increase of 91,- 
000 boxes. The total exports from N. York 
up to July 16th were 462,000 boxes against 
384,000 boxes for the same period In 1891, 
being an Increase of 78,000 boxes. The ag- 

rogate shipments from Montreal and Now 
York from May 1sb to July 16th were 916,- 
889 boxes against 747,322 boxes for the 
same period in 1891, showing a total In 
crease from both ports of 163,567 boxes. 
Abont a year ago the exports from Montreal 
had fallen behind those of the year pre- 
vious by 108,000 boxes, and notwith- 
standing the largely augmented shipmenta 
this year, the markets fn Great Britain 
appear to have been less oversupplied 
than ab this time lasb yoar. Of course 
{t .osy be that owlng to the oxoollent 
quality of the Jane make holders on 
the other glde have been ladaced to put a 
large proportion into store, albhough some 
advices by mall indloate that the consump- 
tion has beon fully equal to the Immense 
landing on the other side. There are no 
large accumulations {n Oasnada, the shelvos 
of factorymen having been well cloared 
from week to week ; aud unless the English 
markeb become clogged by tho heavy ship 
ments from New York and Montreal within 
the next bwo or three weeks, Ib looks as If 
there would be a good sbeady trade to tho 
close of the season's make,

NEW FACES AND METHODS. 


“Fine Old English 
Makes Way for the Ultr 


The Gentleman” 


a Radical, 

New York, July 26.—‘‘A Member of 
Parliament” cabling from London to the 
Herald says: The only well-known follow- 
ers of Parnell who came back are Messrs. 
Harrington and Redmond. The anti-Par- 
nellites fought them everywhere with the 
aid of the priests, Behold the result—we 
shall have 26 new Irish members among the 
McCarthyites, all appearing for the firat 
time in Parliament. 

Of course the Liberal-Unionist seceders 
from Mr. Gladstone have suffered, but not 
to the extent the Gladstonians anticipated 
and hoped. They have come back, 46 
strong, objects of the most fatherly in- 
terest of Mr. Gladstone. I think I see a 
couple of doubtful persons in this party, 
but the rest will stand firm to their colors. 
With 268 staunch Conseryatives they will 
make up & most formidable army. 

The Gladstonians proper only number 
274, so that the Unionists have no cause to 
be ashamed of their muster roll. 

There will be many new faces in the House, 
and the doorkeepers and officials have all 
their work cut out to*learn” them. Among 
the Gladstonians there are 104 who never 
sat in Parliament before, and among the 
Conservatives 75, Altogether thero will be 
214 new members out of a total of 670. 

Some excellent men have gone, inany of 
them specimens of the +‘ fine old English 
Cpe Meare ip Sir Rainald Knightly. The 
drift of the times is against then and they 
cannot stand against the raging tide of de- 
mocracy. With every House of Commons 
henceforth the type which stood its ground 
for so many centuries in Parliament will 
become more and more rare. 

Mr, Gladstone has lost some of his sturdy 
supporters and their places have been 
taken by men whom he must profoundly 
distrust and who look upon himas a played- 
out relic of the past—as a curiosity of a re- 
mote era, fit only to be labelled and put 
into a museum. They would not like to get 
up in a public meeting and say so, but that 
is the feeling of many of them. 

The old order is changing. Men who led 
the Liberal party are no longer in touch 
with it. Even Mr. Morley is being rapidly 
left behind. It is the old story—the ad- 
vanced radical is very soon distanced by 
someone more advanced. The guillotine 
which he has so bravely used falls upon his 
own neck, The new school of radicals will 
sweep away the old and before many years 
are over the glory of Burns and company 
will have been dimmed, 

Who of all the. men well known to the 
public came back to the new Parliament 
much stronger than before? Thore is but 
one answer, aud that is Chamberlain, 
Owing to his superior powers of organiza- 
tion or personal influence he has carried 
every position. Hehas even enlarged his 
borders so as to include some of the mid- 
land counties. He is ina position to dic- 
tate his own terms to either Lord Salisbury 
or Mr. Gladstone, and in proportion as he 
has grown Lord Randolph Churchill has 
shrivelled and declined. He decided to 
efface himself from this contest and succeed- 
ed only too well, No one thinks of him, no 
one mentions his name. He has allowed his 
old rival to do all the work and fill the 
publie eye.

Chief Inspector Steers at once reoognized 
“Carson” as Hardy, for whom the police of 
many large cities in the United States and 
Canada have been searching since Decem- 
ber lyst. 

Hardy, ou September 10, 888, robbed 
the First National Bank cf $2750. and the 
Comniercial Nutional Bank of $8450 by 
snatching the money from the tellers. He 
was arrested but escaped from the court 
rvom while the trial was in progress. He 
Was. recaptured and next day sentenced to 
18 years’ imprisonment, He was taken to 
Sing Sing and then transferred to Danue- 
mora Prison, Two weeks latter ao gang of 
painters was put to work in tho yards, 
Hardy donned a pair of overalls and joined 
the painters, Halfan hour later he walked 
out of the yur’ and disappéated. He was 
captured in Plattsburg after a,desperate 
struggle, during which a poliéeman shot 
him wn the leg. 

Ho was sent to the Clinton Prison Hospi- 
tal and on the night on his arrival’ there he 
made a rope of his bedding and escaped if 
his night clothes. He went to Montreal 
aud wt tew days tater he robbed in his old 
reckless way the Bank of Quebec of $3000 
aud the Bank of ‘Montreal of $7000. He 
next turned up in Philadelphia where he 
was again arrested, and taken to Danne- 
Mora Prison, froin which he again escaped 
in two months. 

Hardy has 37 years’

Wras >uspocted 

New Youn, July 27.—TVhere died at Bou- 
logne, France, yesterday Whehington, son 
of the late Boujamin and Emily G. Nathan, 
in the 40th year of his age, 

The subject of the above notice will be 
recognized as a central figure in one of the | 
moat noted of tragic of mysteries—-the mur- | 
der of Benjamin Nathan, his father. 

It wan Washington Natban who, at 6 
o'clock on the morning of Jnly 29, 1870, 
atumbled over his father’s corpse, which 
was lying on the library floor ip the Nathan 
homestead, No. 12 West Tiwenty-third- 
street. The wystery of that murder has 
never been solved, and to the dav of his 
death Washington Nathan has suffered un- 
der the probably unjust suspicion of 
complicity in the butchery of the old mil- 
lionaire. 

Washington Nathan, always noted for 
Iigh living and moncy-spending qualities, 
married Mrs. Arnott, a daughter of Colonel 
Mapleson of operatic fame, By Benjamin 
Nathan's tragic death the entire property 
passed to Mrs. Nathan, The Nathan family 
then moved to Fifth-avenue and expended 
$35,000 annually in living expetjses. 

The mother died in 1879, leaving $1,000,- 
000. Washington Nathan, however, leaves 
no estate, having spent all his money in 
in luxurious living, The closing years of 
his life were years of—for him—sadly 
straightened circumstances.

It has beeu sagges'ed, a8 a means of 
dealing justly between producer and con 
sumer, that eggs be avid and bought by 
weight, insiead of by the dezev, as usual, 
This arrangement, o'] must admit, would 
give the purchaser a security he dues nob 
now enjoy; and it would nob deprive the 
seller of any 1ights he mayclaim. A dozen 
large eggs are manifestly worth much more 
than the same number of small ones, We 
all have experleaced the advantages aod 
disadvantages of purchases of this nature, 
and this accounts for the popularity of the 
suggestions among purchasers geverally. 
But, it seems there is some opposition to 
the scheme. Oertaln farmers, who do nob 
belleve In ‘‘new fangled notions,” and who 
have the same breed of hens that their an- 
cestors brought into the country, demar at 
the welght prinolple. They have been ac- 
customed to get a8 uch fora dizea eggs 
not much largor than butter outs, as o’hers 
could command for the same number al- 
most twice as large, and they appreciated

Another Drowning Accident. 


A Young Man sina to Swim Loses His 
i Ife, 


Between the hours of 7 and & o'clock 
last evenlug three young men named 
George and Miles Barragar, brothers, and 
Ethelbert Barragar, cousinof the bwoformer, 
went In bathing off the south west corner 
of Zsick’s leland,. Not one of the party 
was able to swim, They had been in the 
water some time, when Ethelbert, who had 
got out Into the bay for some daltance, was 
eeen to be struggling andsank. He, how- 
ever, came to the surface again and called 
out for help, bat tmmediately sank to rise 
no more, Hla cousins were unable to ren- 
der him any assistance, but as quickly as 
possible ralsed an alarm. Aboud three- 
quarters of an hour after the accident oo- 
curred, a number had gathered upon the 
{sland and an effort was made to recover 
the body, the search belng kept up until 
darkners provail:d, bub 1b proved to be un- 
successful. 

The unfortunate young man was in his 
21st year, and wes the only ohildof a widow. 
He resided with his mother on Coleman St. 
near the footbridge. For two years he was 
engaged as school teacher at Gilbert's school 
house, tn the township of Sidney, and was 
in every respect successful. For the past 
year he has been In attendance abt the High 
School in the clty, preparing himself to ob 
taln a second class certificate. He was a 
quiet, inoffensive young man who had many 
friends, and his sad takiog off has caused a 
universe! feeling of regret. Much sympa. 
thy is also felt for his mother, who has of 
late experienced great trouble. When the 
news of the sad affalr was broken to her Inab 
evening, the effect upon her can be better 
imagined than described. 

The place where he lost his life ls but a 
short distance from the shore, probably 100 
feeb. When making the roadway for the 
bay bridge, a dredge was at work near the 
Island, taking up material for {ts construc:

the King announced his ex-communications, 
is exhibited. It is a wand with a carved 
stone cap. If this stick wa® lowered on the 
spacuch of a courtier he was compelled to 
withdraw immediately, and was recognized 
as being in disgrace The King’s will was 
absolute ; but the majority of the Hawaiian 
monarchs seem to have been of a kindly 
disposition, and to have made no improper 
uso of their extreme power. It was due to 
one of them that the taboo system was abol 

ished. This system with grievols 
weight upon the women. They were for 

bidden the use of some of the most common 
articles of dict, such as bananas and certain 
kinds of fish, on pain of death, It was 
taboo for a woman to enter the cating 
house of the men, or one of the “‘helaus”’ or 
temples. Before the arrival of the first 
missionaries the reigning King, out of con 

sideration for some of his women, declared 
the taboo abolished. 

The work of converting the natives to 
Christianity Was greatly assisted by this 
voluntary renunciation of the old heathen 
system, The power of the priests was 
broken by it, though their influence was 
still strong with the natives. The source of 
the awe in which they were held is easily 
understood, when one considers that they 
were formerly invested with the right of 
choosing the victims for the human sacri- 
fices. Later they depended largely on the 
“anana”’ or power of praying people to 
death, to retain their influence. No amount 
of argument can disabuse the native mind 
of a belief in this p{rticular kind of on- 
chantment, It is not the priests alone who 
practice it, It is believed that any one can 
compass the destruction of an enemy by a 
sufficient exercise of will power. In fact, 
so strong is the popular conyiction on the 
subject, or so weak the vitality of the race, 
that it is “sometimes sufticient merely ~~ to 
convince a man that some one has deter 
mined to pray him to death. 

An instance is related by one of the early 
missionaries of A man who bécame this con- 
vinced, and set the day and hour of his own 
death. Mr. Armstrong was resolved that 
the man should not die. He accordingly 
procured a sufficient ‘amount of chloroform, 
and kepf him unconscience until the fatal 
hour was past.. His astonishinent on being 
roused was boundless, but the bold ruse 
saved his life.—Overland Monthly,

Useful Basket. 


Mutton is more nutritious and digestable 
than beef, although some physicians hold 
that broth made from beef is more nutritive 
than that from mutton. 

Iced tea, a favorite beverage of midsum- 
mer, is a drink of doubtful value at the din- 
ner table. Hot tea heats the stomach and 
peopel it for its work; while cold tea re- 
tards digestion, like ice water taken during 
a meal, by chilling the stomach. 

Grease stains on wall paper may be re- 
moved by mixing pipe-clay with enough 
water to make a sort of cream. Spread this 
rather thickly on the stain, leave it on for 
twenty-four hours, then take it off carefully 
with a knife and dust and brush the paper 
thoroughly. 

Do not use a good chamois skin for wip- 
ing the kitchen windows, as they are apt to 
be a little greasy from the steam of boiling 
meats, and if a skin is once made greasy, jit 
is spoiled. Use an old salt bag for washing 
as it ia soft and does not cast lint. With a 
little ammonia in the water for washing 
them, followed by careful rinsing, they 
shine. 

The bites and stings of insects may be at 
once relieved and inflammation prevented 
if the parts are touched with strong liquid 
ammonia. A wise plan for those who in 
dulge in country rambles or who play ten- 
nis is to carry a tiny flat bottle filled with 
ammonia, with a amall camel's hair brush 
fitted in the cork, when it may be used im 
mediately after the attack. 

A very old-fashioned but 
way to clean a carpet is 


most effectual 
to rnb it thorough 
ly with a cloth dipped in one part of oxgall 
and three parts of water, taking care not to 
wet the carpet more than is absolutely 
necessary. Not only will this treatment ro- 
moye stains, but it will revive color. The 
oxgall is, however, most malodorous stuff, 
and in order to avoid the atrocious smell it 
is better, if possible, to carry on the process 
in the open air. It takes at least twenty 
four hours to get rid of the smell ‘ 
To restore the leather bindings of books 
wash them first very lightly and carefully 
with clean warm water in which a tidy 
»iece of soda has been dissolved, in order to 
Pes the leather from grease ; then wash 
with clear water to remove the soda, and 
dry. Dissolve a bit of gum arabic the size 
ofa small bean in a teaspoonful of water 
and beat it up with a teaspoonful of the 
white of an egg With a bit of sponge go 
lightly over the leather with thir giair and 
let it dry. Should the glair froth up on the 
leather, as it is very likely to do if there i 
much tool work on the book, dab it until it 
subsides with the palm of the hand or with 
the sponge squeezed as dry as possible.

“DROWN THEM! YELLED THE CROW 


Conviction of the Vorsatiles Anarchists 
Hoavy Sentences Imposed on Them 

Panis, July 29.—The trial at Vorsailles 
of the four Anarchists, Faugoux, Challeton, 
Drouet and Etievant, who were under in- 
dictment for etesling a quantity of dyna- 
mite which was used in the explosions on 
May-day,was ended yesterday Sy the con- 
Viction of the prisoners. Faugoux was 
sentenced to 20 years’ imprisonment at hard 
labor, Challeton to 12 years, Drouet to 6 
and Ktievant to 5. 

After sentence had been pronounced and 
the prisoners were being taken from the 
courtroom to their cells they shouted, 
“Vive Anarchie!” Their cries were re- 
sponded to by the crowd which had 
gathored aainy of the court room to catch 
Py peas of the prisoners by shouts of, 
‘Drown them!” 

At the conclusion of the trial Faugoux 
boasted that he had always cherished an 
intenso hatred of society, which he declared 
he would carry to prison with him. 


ROBERT LOWE'S DEATH, 
An Eradite Master of Classico Lore Who 
Became Chancellor of the Exchequer, 


Lonpon, July 29.—The Right Hon. 
Robert Lowe, Viscount Sherbrooke, is dead. 
He was born in 1811 at Bingham, Worcester- 
shire. He went to Australia and was 
elected to the Parliament of New South 
Wales. Ino 1865 he returned to England, 
and four years~later was appointed vice- 
president of the Board of Trade, and vice- 
ee of the Education Board in 1859. 

e entered the British Parliament as mem- 
ber for Kidderminter, then represented 
Caine and finally the University of London. 
In 1868 he became Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, He resigned the Chancellorship 
in 1863 and took charge of the Home Office. 
In 1874 he went ouv of office with his party, 
and in 1880, when the Liberals returned to 
oftice, re was raised to the peerage. 





The most unpopular act of his was an’ 


attempt to put a halfpenvy tax on every 
box of matches sold, emphasizing it by his 
little Latin joke, ex luce lucellum, “Out of 
light a little profit.” There was next day

RIVERS OF MOLTEN ROCK. a 


The Terrible Volcanic Eruptions on Great 
Sancir Island, 


AMSTERDAM, July 29.—Letters from 
Cebbes give details of the recent eruption 
of the volcano Gunona on Great Sangir Is- 
land. ‘Ihe eruption commenced at 6 p.m, 
on a day early in June and was unheralded 
by the slightest warning. Immense yol- 
umes of flame and smoke and masses of 
stones suddenly burst from the volcano. 
The stones fell all over the island, killing 
hundreds of natives, who were busy in the 
field putting in the rice crops. Streams of 
lava lowed with frightful rapidity down 
the slopes of the burning mountain, upon 
which there were situated numerous farms 
and villages, which were overwhelmed by 
these rivers of molten rock. Lt is estimated 
that over 1000 persons perished on the 
slopes of the mountain, 

The island is now threatened with fam- 
ine, all the crops having been destroyed. 
Cocoa trees are still standing, but their 
leaves and fruit have been destroyed and 
their stems left bare,

from Warsaw, Kuassia, 


Warsaw, Russia, July 29.—A Jewish 
innkeeper living near Warsaw and his wife 
and fiye daughters have been killed by a 
band of robbers, who entered the 
house during the night in search of plun- 
der. First they smushed in the head of 
one of the daughters with anax and then 
killed the parents with knives and axes 
Afterwards they murdered the three 
youngest daughters by dashing out their 
braius against a wall,

WITH A BULLET IN HIS BRAIN 


The Murderer Miso sure of Htis Vietim 


and Then Ended Hia Own Career 

PHILADELVHIA, July 29 —Ronald 
nedy shot and killed’ Broker Charles H 
Page in his offic e, No. 132 South |Fourth- 
street, and then, turning the revolver upon 
himself, fired a bullet into his own brain. 
He was once a prominent merchant in the 
south and of late a slave to stock apecula- 
tion. The shooting was the act of an in 
sane man, crazed by his Josses in dealing 
with the ups and downs of the market 

The details of the shooting are not 
known, for the men were entirely alone and 
neither spoke after they were discovered. 

George A. Wallace'of the Delaware In- 
surance Company was passing the dltice of 
K. D. Page & Brother at 11.15 o'clock this 
morning. He saw the flash of a pistol and 
heard the report. Before he got across the 
street a second shot had been fired, and 
when he entered the office the double crime 
was complete, 

Edward D. Hallowell, a clerk in the em- 
ploy of the firm, had just gone to the sec- 
ond floor of the building when the shooting 
occurred, He left Mr. Page at hid desk 
smoking a pipe. He also saw Kennedy 
enter and walk directly to tho ticker 
Without paying the slightest attention to 
Mr, Page. 

One Dead, the Other Dying. 

Hearing the shots Hallowell rusbed down 
stairs to find Page lying in the agonies of 
death. He had been shot in. the right side 
just above the hip. 

Kennedy lay beside the ticker, with his 
brains all over the floor and a new revolver 
a couple of inches from his left hand. On 
the carpet in the middle of the floor Mr. 
Page's Pipe lay smouldering. 

ennedy was dead and Page died in a 
few moments after the shooting. 

The murderer and suicide had a mania 
for inoney-making by stock speculation. 
He was 58 years of aye, appeared to have 
no relatives here, though there is some 
talk of a brother in Canada. He had no 
associates. He lived at No. 110 North 
Eleveuth-street the life of a recluse, 

In his room were found books explana- 
tory of the best method of stock specula- 
tion. 

Ho always seemed to have a particular 
attachment for Achison, and shortly after 
his arrival here from New Orleans, where 
he had prospered in the wholesale and re- 
tail drygoods trude, he bought between 200 
and 300 shares of that stock at various 
times, upon margins of 10 to 15 per cent., 
until within six or seven months he had 
realized profits amounting to between $15,- 
000 and $20,000, 

Then his luck seemed to change and he 
began to lose. He did not deal with the 
Page firm then, but with other well-known 
brokers, who found it so hard to wake him 
understand how he had either lost or won 
that they forced settlements and would no 
longer operate for him. 

It is said that he never paid them in 
checks, but always in cash. He did this 
also when he began with the mau he mur- 
dered, 

He lost considerable money by the 
failure of the Columbian Bank, and from 
then on appeared at times half crazed, 

About two years ago he used Tennsyl- 
vania Ruilroad stock as collateral, and 
about 13 inonths ago, when the bottom 
dropped out of Atchison, his holdings os 
well as the collateralhad to go by the 
block, 

Ho Had Property. 

The coroner found among his offects this 
atternoon several letters signed by Nelson 
McStea, importer aud wholesale dealer in 
drygoods, No. 98 Canal-street, New Or- 
leans, showing that he had been in that 
gentloman’s employ and had subsequently 
bean in business in Shreveport, La.

The German Government

The Russiam® Government has decreed 
that in future all soldicrs of the empire 
must handkerchiefsa—heretoforo not 
one soldier out of the thousand has in- 
dulged in this luxury—and that all the 
handkerchiefa must contain pictures emble- 
matic of a soldier's life, both in battle and 
in timo of peaco. 

A French newspaper is authority for the 
statement that a cigar is about tobe put on 
the market which enables the possessor to 
enjoy not only an excellent smoke, but also 
excellent music. This novel cigar is lit in 
the usual manner, and as soon as it begins 
toburn an entrancing melody steals forth 
from its intorior. 

The latest method adopted by Parisian 
undertakers for incresging their business is 
aciroular notifying howe owners that they 
will be paid a handsome commission if they 
will promptly send word to an undertaker 
As soon as one of their tennants dies. On 
a first-class funeral the commission will 
amount to $40, to which may be added a 
commission of five per cont, on all wreaths 
purchased by relatives and friends of the 
deceased, 

Rabbits are generally supposed to be the 
principal pest in Australia, but foxes seem 
now to have taken their place. According 
to Australian papers these foxes are un- 
usually large and strong, and owing 10 
the mild climate are enabled to increase 
with alarming facility. 

Anatole Durow, the popniar Russian 
clown, was recently earaiig from St.

The latter 
refused to pay, whereupon Mrs. Carlile 
made a complaint before the Court of 
Queen’s Bench with the result that the 
advertiser was 0: ed to pay the $500 and 
the entire costs of the proceedings. 

Dr. Lonkhmanow,a St. Petersburg physi- 
cian, recently called ata house in whicha 
lady was supposed to have just died, and 
happening to know that sho had been sub- 
ject to swoons and uervous attacks, he 
doubted that she was dead and resolved to 
learn the truth in an unusual way. Ac- 
cordingly he placed a microphone over her 
heart and soon found that it was still beat- 
iug though faintly, The usual remedies 
were then applied with the result that the 
lady is now rapidly recovering, 

The Paris Academy of Medicine is at 
present much interested in Dr. Laborde’s 
method of resucitatiug drowned persons, 
which consists in holding the patient’s mouth 
wide open with the left hand while theright 
haud is employed in drawing the tongue 
out as for as possible and then letting it re- 
turn to its former position, this rhythmical 
movement being kept up until some effect 
is produced on the organs of breathing. 
This method, it is claimed, has proved effec- 
tual in the case of a patient over whom two 
physicians had worked in vain tor an hour 
anda half. The Auademy of Medicine is 
certainly improssed with the method, and 
stops are being taken to have it thoroughly 
testod at all life saving stations,

from Russian, whither he went with Mr, 
Klopsch to supervise the distribution of the 
cargo of the Christian Herald relief steamer 
Leo, The reception accorded Dr. Talmage 
in the Czar’s capital city by nobles, officials 
and the populace show that the hold he has 
upon the hearts of Christians is world-wide. 
On Friday the 22nd inst, he was presented 
to the Czar and imperial court at Peter- 
hof. He was escorted from his hotel 
by an equerry of the Czar, who was sent to 
St. Petersburg for that purpose, On his ar- 
rival at Peterhof, Ds. Talmage was received 
by the court chamberlain, who conducted 
him to the suite of apartments which had 
been set aside for the Brooklyn divine. 
Here Dr. Talmage rested for an hour, ‘when 
he was presented to the Emperor, who re- 
ceived him with the greatest cordiality, and 
who begged him to thank the American 
Reps for their kindness and generosity in 
sending flour to the Russian famine suffer- 
ers. Tho two had a long conversation on 
political and religious subjects. Dr. Tal- 
mage was then presented in turn to the 
Empress and all the members of the im- 
yerial family. Since his arrival in Russia 
Ir. Talmage has been the recipient of 
marked favor from the nobility. He has 
been the guest of a number of banquets 
paren by the city authorities of St. Peters- 
yurg and Moscow and the Government offi- 
cials, and has been heartily received by all 
classes. He left for Scotland on Friday 
night. 

The arrival of the Leo was made tho 
occasion of general rejoicing. The Leo's 
cargo was forwarded to the famine districts 
without delay. The sermon selected for 
this week is entitled ‘The Soul’s Crisis,” 
from Isaiah, 55; 6:—‘‘Seek ye the Lord 
while He may be found.”

When land it not too hari 
farmers begin plowiny for the wheat crop, 
but as they havé generally to éhet 
their grain to market during , this, month, 
it is difficult to get the plowing forward. 
In March, the inland farmers are fi equent- 
ly hindered for want of rain; in the coast 
districts, however, preparitions for sowing 
are made, Insufficiency of moisture is felt 
most in April. In the warm districts it is 
the best time to lay down lucern, Signs of 
winter appear in May and in all, except the 
late coast districts, sowiny of wheat will be 
finished. May is also the month when ro- 
tation grasses and peas aré sown. In June 
the sowing of cereals will be well forward ; 
in dry localities wheat sowing should be 
completed. In ordinary seasons the cereal 
oo are showing well above the ground in 
July, and if land has bas been soaked, the 
feeding-off wheats inay be done. Opera- 
tions for August will depend to a great ex- 
tent upon the locality and character of the 
season. Potato planting will be getting 
forward in the early districts, The month 
of September is generally a critical one 
in the inlaud districts; the wheat crops 
are frequently in need of rain. Potato plant- 
ing will also be pushed forward in both late 
and early districts. During the month of 
October the crops are generally still in an 
unsafe condition. If September has been 
dry, rain is looked for to saye the crops. 
Summer fallows are almost universal. Ere 
the month closes the carly hay crop will 
have Deen cut and stacked. Harvesting tho 
hay and grain crops begins in November ; 
the season is generally a ‘‘catching” one and 
there is a possibility of danger: trom bush 
fires. In December harvesting is the gen- 
eral ocoupation—reaping, stripping, thresh- 
ing and winnowing. An American author- 
ity says of our implements and tools: “They 
are very different from what use in 
America.

Powerful 
influences will in the interval be brought to 
bear on the Queen and Cabinet Ministers 
alike to try to induce Lord Salisbury to 
adopt a bolder policy, The appeals now 
being made to him and his colleagues to 
challenge the Liberals on franchise reform 
havo some Ministerial support, but the ma- 
jority of the members of tho Cabinet appear 
to rely upon an eerie break-up of the Glad- 
stone Government through a rupture of the 
internal forces on which it must rest, 

The absence of any declaration of policy 
in the Speech from the Throne will not deter 
Liborals from proposing a vote of ‘‘no con- 
fidence.” They will bo rather strengthened 
in denouncing the Government for shirking 
the avowal of a program. 

Conservative whips who were consulted 
on the question of paovecare yesterday 
stated that it was perfectly competent for 
Parliament to proceed to the transaction of 
business without a Speech from the Throne. 
It is a fact that the House of Commons can 
dispense with the speech if it so choosss. 
In order to assent the historio right to do 
without the Speech from the Thronesome bill 
is always read a first time in each House 
before the speech is considered. Still the 
unl.roken tradition ia that Parliamen’ ro- 
quires some form of a speech, 

Tho Irish party are not entirely reassured 
in spite of Liberal declarations that Homo 
Rule will bo expedited, and until Mr. 
Gladstone adds the assurance of an im- 
mediate dissolution of Parliament if the 
House of Lords reject the bill a suspicion 
will haunt them that they will be used to 
earry the Newcastle program and then 
thrown aside.
